It em- 
phasized that fallout in the 
United States has been con- 
siderably larger than the world 
average. 

Although the committee con- 
siders that the harm being done 
at the present rate is “toler- 
able,” it warned that if more 
and more countries embark 
on test programs “the situation 
may well become serious.”

EXPAND NURSING 
SCHOOLS INE 
TOEND SHORTAGE 


27 Fewer Graduate 
Nurses on Staffs 
Than Year Ago De. 
spite Increased Ap- 


propriations and Pay. 


Expansion and improvement 
of the nursing schools at the 
city’s two general hospitals 
have been undertaken in an ef- 
fort to alleviate the critical 
shortage of graduate nurses, 
Acting Hospital Commissioner 
james McGuire reported yes- 
terday. 

Despite an increased ‘ap- 
propriation of $966,000 to em- 
ploy more workers for patient 
care, the number of graduate 
nurses at City and Homer G. 
Phillips hospitals has  de- 
creased by 27 since a study 
made a year ago by a special 
committee of hospital special- 
ists recommended the addition 
of 250 nurses. 


Facilities Remodeled. 


Physical facilities of nurs- 
ing schools at the municipal 
hospitals are being remodeled 
to provide better co-ordination 
in the training work, and teach- | 
ing staffs are being expanded 
to provide additional and more 
specialized training. 

The faculties of both schools 
have been increased by 12 
members each, including spe- | 
cialists in curriculum planning | 
and instructors in specialized 
nursing courses. Full-time re- | 
cruiters have been employed | 
to interest new students in en- | 
rolling at the institutions. 

There are currently 102 stu- 
dents at City Hospital nursing 
school, 33 of whom ‘entered 
this year. Students at Homer 
G. Phillips nursing schoo] to- 
tal 99. Of these, 47 entered this | 
year. 


Stress on Training Own. | 


Because of the general short- 
age of nurses and the inability | 
of all hospitals to obtain suf- 
ficient nursing personnel, more 
stress is being placed by mu- 
nicipal hospital authorities on 
training their own candidates 
for their nursing staffs, he 
stated. 

When the committee of hos- 
pital specialists said a year ago | 
that 125 additional nurses were | 
needed at each institution, 
City Hospital had 140 gradu- 
ate nurses and Homer G, Phil- 
lips Hospital had 159. 

Now, City Hospital has 132, 
a decrease of eight, and Homer 
G. Phillips has 140, a decrease 
of 19. 

This decrease occurred in | 
spite of the institutions’ abil- 
ity to retain graduates from 
their own nursing schools. 
Twenty-two of the 24 grad- 
uates at City Hospital school 
last year remained with the | 
hospital, and 22 of 31 grad-| 
vates at Homer G. Phillips | 
stayed there. 

The reduction in the number 
of graduate nurses on the pay- 
roll occurred also despite au- 
thority to offer increased sal- 
aries. General staff nurses may 
be employed at $313 monthly 
and advance to $321. Head 
‘nurses start at $321 and ad- 
svance to $354. Further in- 
‘creases are pending in a com- 
* pensation bill submitted to the

Service Commission.

DUCHESS IS SAID 
TO HAVE DECLINED 


LONDON, Oct. 19 (AP)— 
The Sunday Pictorial said to- 
night the Duchess of Kent, 50- 
year-old aunt of Queen Eliza- 
beth II, turned down a pro- 
posal of marriage from Nor- 
wegian Crown Prince Olav a 
few months before he became 
King of Norway. 

Olav, 54, ascended the 
throne Sept. 21 on the ‘death 
of his father, King Haakon 
VII. 

The newspaper said Olav 
used King Frederik of Den- 
mark as intermediary in sug- 
gesting he should meet the 
Greek-born duchess “with a 
view to matrimony.” 

The paper gave no source 
for the story. It said Olav’s 
proposal reached the duchess 
through court channels “rem- 
iniscent of procedures used in 
arranged royal mafriages of 
bygone days” and she gra- 
ciously declined. 

Olav, a widower, has a son 
and two daughters by his mar- 
riage to Princess Martha of

of the late King George VI. 
The duke was killed in an air 
crash in 1942.

Relatives of a married couple 
who have been missing several | 
days from their home at Gary, 
Ind., were to go to Union, Mo., 
today to see if they can iden- 
tify the bodies of two men and 
a woman who were found shot 
to death Friday night near 
Pacific. 


The killings, which authori- 
ties said appeared to have been 
a double murder and a suicide, 
occurred on Franklin county 
Road F, about three miles south 
6f Pacific. All three persons 
had been shot with an eight- 
millimeter Mauser, a_ high- 
powered deer hunting rifle, 
which was near the bodies. 


State Highway Patrolman 
George R. Cumberland, who 
found the bodies, said one of 
the men apparently shot the 
other two, then ended his life 
by placing the barrel of the 
rifle in his mouth and pulling 
the trigger. 


~river’s licenses and other 
cards found in clothing had 
been issued to John V. 
Daugherty, 28 years old, of 
Gary; his wife, Virginia Cath- 
erine, 24, and to William 
Lingle, 28, of East Peoria, Ill. 


Parents of 5 Children. 


Gary police reported that 
Daugherty and his wife, the 
parents of five small children, | 
had been away from their 
home there for several days. | 
They said Daugherty, a steel | 
worker, had reported to them | 
Oct. 10 that his wife was 
missing, having disappeared 
after they returned from a trip. 
to Michigan with Lingle to visit | 
a friend. 


After returning from that 
trip, Daugherty told police 
then he and his wife left Lin- 
gle at a tourist court and she 
drove her husband to work. He | 
said he had not seen his wife | 
after that, and that his auto- 
mobile was also missing. 

Gary police said Daugherty’s 
car fits the description of the 
abandoned automobile found at 
the scene of the shootings near 
Pacific. They also reported 
that when Daugherty left home 
several days ago, he left his 
children in the care of a sister. 

The Missouri Highway Patrol 
said they had learned in their 
investigation that the man who 
carried cards issued to Lingle | 
had been staying recently with | 
the woman in an abandoned | 
bus at Catawissa, about five 
miles south of Pacific. 

The bodies were found after | 
a@ passing motorist noticed the | 
unoccupied automobile on the | 
county road, with a door. 
opened. He notified Chief of | 
Police John Johnson of Pacific, 
who called in Trooper Cumber- 
land n he learned the car 
was parked outside of his juris- 
diction. 

Bodies Found in Field. 

Cumberland said he found 
the bodies in an uncultivated 
field, about 25 feet from the 
road. There were blood stains 
on the road, about 50 feet be- 
hind the car, and an empty 
shell nearby. 

The man who carried cards 
issued to Lingle had been shot 
through the chest. The State | 
Trooper said th other man ap- 
parently shot him on the road, 
then dragged him into the 
field. The clothing on his body 
indicated it had been dragged, 
Cumberland reported. 

The woman had been shot | 
in the left shoulder, with the 
bullet emerging from her 
back. The State Trooper said | 
it appeared she had been shot | 
as she leaned over the other 
body in the field.

Lastly, any judgments on how money 
and resources have been distributed to 
obtain the maximum of security for the 
nation must be tentative. As.one specialist 
pointed out, the only real test can be in 
war itself. Short of that ultimate test, 
the conclusions of those best qualified to 
judge —the scientists, the military and 
the technologists — must be accepted. 


This is the dilemma confronting both 
Congress and the country and it is seen 
to be most acute when the experts fall 
out. Trevor Gardner, a distinguished engi- 
neer and technician, resigned as special 
assistant to the Secretary of Air in Charge | 
of Research and Development a year and 
a half ago with a blast accusing the Ad- 
ministration of failing to push vital pro-| 
grams.

“We Have Been Asleep’ 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


A substantial part of the world’s 
population is poised on the verge 
of deciding between the American 
and Russian political systems. It 
will certainly adopt the system of 
that country which appears to make 
the greater scientific and techno- 
logical progress. 

The United States accordingly 
has to create a scientific body of 
such a quality and size that it is 
superior. 

Able men. will go and work 
where the abilities they have are 
best rewarded. In Russia, taking 
all age groups, the scientist is 
among the top salaried group in 
the community. 

Social prestige influences choice 
of career. In Russia, no group has 
a higher prestige than that of the 
scientists. In America, the social 
position of the scientist is a low 
one, and so is his salary. 

. . . 


To become a scientist, a long 
and arduous training is necessary. 
In Russia, this is paid for by the 
community, and men and women 
who undergo it are paid well while 
doing so. In America, those willing 
to undergo it have to pay to be 
allowed to do so. As a consequence 
many who are able do not try. 

After a scientist is produced by 
such training, whether he continues 
happily and productively, or be- 
comes frustrated and wasted, de- 
pends largely on the money made 
available to him to prosecute re- 
search, his essential activity. In 
Russia, money (particularly for 
fundamental research) is regarded 
much as we would regard water 
from a tap—as much as is needed, 
when required. In America, the 
university scientist has to fight 
hard to obtain support. 

Particularly in recently devel- 
oped technologies, e.g. those of 
electronics and atomic energy, 
technological developments have 
followed upon fundamental ad- 
vances in science. In Russia, re- 
search in fundamental science is 

given particular attention; for once 
the basic matters in a field are 
understood by the research scien- 
tist, he is frequently able to indi- 
cate how technological problems in 
the field can be solved. 

In America, a much greater pro- 
portion of research is aimed direct- 
ly at technological advance, while 
the fundamentals are left relatively 
unjnvestigated. In many situations, 
this is the slowest and most ex- 
pensive way to progress.

These comparisons are painful. 
But we must not flinch from mak- 
ing them. The blows upon our 
prestige in science have recently 
been severe. We must expect more 
such blows and a Russian landing 
on the moon within a few years. 

We have been asleep, overconfi- 
dent. We are being overtaken in 
the ultimate. capatity, that of tech- 
nological prowess. “More money 
for the satellite program’’ won't be 
enough, or even the right begin- 
ning. 

Massive, dynamic, far-reaching 
reappraisal of the whole organiza- 
tion and development of, and our 
incentives to, our present and fu- 
ture scientists, is an overdue neces- 
ity for the long-continued existence 
of our way of life.

First Step for New Jobs 


The Metropolitan Chamber of Commerce has 
taken an enterprising and vigorous step toward 


. assuring a dynamic future for this great urban 


community. It has created a nonprofit corpo- 
ration to acquire and conserve the area's remain- 
ing industrial sites. The St. Louis district thus 
comes into possession of a new and powerful 
tool to stimulate industrial expansion. And that 
of course means new jobs, new payrolls, a grow- 
ing tax base to support community services. 

Space is the primary problem in attracting 
industry. Communities that are developing in- 
dustrial sites are the ones that are drawing in- 
dustry. The St. Louis metropvlitan area enjoys 
an almost ideal combination of manpower, mate- 
rials, transportation facilities and markets—all 
superimposed on an attractive central geographic 
position. But it suffers from a shortage of suit- 
able, readily available industrial sites—at least 
on the Missouri side of the Mississippi. 

There seems to be-plenty of space on the East 
Side. But the Chamber has found little interest 
in sites lying “in, close to, or within the labor 
influence of East St. Louis and Granite City” 
because of what prospective newcomers consider 


an unfavorable labor climate. 
* * o 


Regardless of the merit of these allegations, 


the East Side’s labor reputation Is a fact, and it 
also seems to be a fact that industry generally 
has shied away from locating there. It is urgent- 
ly to be hoped that something positive will come 
of corrective action currently being considered 
by East Side business and labor leaders. 

Most of the other potential industrial space in 
the metropdlitan area lies in St. Louis county. 
That is not saying much. A survey by the Cham- 
ber’s industrial department indicated that there 
were probably only 450 acres in large sites that 
could be used without too much delay or un- 
pleasantness. The problem is to conserve that 
acreage and the 2000 additional acres usable for 
industry if properly zoned and developed. 

Over the long run the most satisfactory solu- 
tion to the site problem undoubtedly would be 
for it to be handled by the metropolitan govern- 
mental district proposed by the Metropolitan St. 
Louis Survey. Such a district would enjoy area- 
wide planning and zoning powers as well as au- 
thority to acquire, assemble and develop indus- 
trial tracts. But a district could not be formed 
for at least another year or two—and that may 
be too late. By then the subdivider or the specu- 
labor may have gobbled up the land. 

. * . 


The Chamber’s development corporation ac- 
cordingly will fill part of this governmental 
vacuum. But it will need help from existing 
government in St. Louis county. The county has 
no land use plan and no real zoning designed to 
conserve potential industrial space. Ultimate re- 
sponsibility for remedying these deficiencies 
rests with the County Council. For the good of 
the area as a whole and the county in particu- 
lar, the Council ought to act and act quickly. 

As the Metropolitan Survey made clear, the 
county sorely needs to broaden its tax base. Only 
about 5 per cent of the county's assessed valua- 
tion is industrial and only about 12 per cent is 
commercial. When county (and municipal) offi- 
cials look around for somebody to tax, about the 
only ones they can find are householders. Un- 

less a greater portion of the county tax base is 
composed of commercial and industrial property, 
homeowners may find it prohibitively expensive 
to live in the county. 

The economic future of the whole St. Louis 
metropolitan area hinges on an accelerating rate 
of industrial expansion. Without substantial eco- 
nomic growth there will be insufficient jobs to 
provide a living for a rapidly growing population 
and an insufficient tax base to support decent 
governmental services. The Chamber fis moving 
to meet the need as best it can. If local govern- 
ment in St. Louis county also would rise to the 
occasion, the future would be bright.

How many are ready to support the U.N. when 
it runs counter to the aims of American foreign 
policy, as well as when it serves as an instru- 
ment of them? 

These, after all, are some of the tests of basic 


attitudes toward the United Nations and the 
effort which it stands for to organize a world 
It is quite possible for a person to 
believe that he is ardently in favor of the U.N., 
and yet to discover that in a showdown between 
national and international interests his choice 
would always be “my country, right or wrong.” 

When one's attitude becomes instead, “my

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A Hopeful Toast 


President Eisenhower's toast to Queen Eliza- 
beth II at the White House state dinner was far 
more than a matter of courtesy. It was a pledge 
to free science and to the NATO alliance. For 
the President said: 

Our scientists must work together. NATO 
should not be t t of merely as a mili- 
oe en A is a way of grou 
ability—of our manhood, our résources, 
our industries and our factories. 

What lies behind this toast? Informed offi- 
cials in Washington believe the United States is 
ready to propose fuller scientific co-operation 
between the nations of the North Atlantic Treaty 
Alliance. They believe the President may dis- 
cuss this with Britain's Prime Minister Mac- 
millan in Washington Wednesday. 

If this is so, it appears that the United States 
is prepared to seek the help of its allies—not 
merely to give them help—against the challenge 
of Russia's Sputnik still racing on its super- 
national scientific course. 

Certainly the allies have much to offer us in 
scientific achievement. The United States can 
claim no special superiority in this realm. The 
one military-scientific race which this country 
clearly won, by forced draft effort, was produc- 
ing the World War II atom bomb. And that race 
was won with the full co-operation of Britain and 
Canada, and was based in part on research by 
scientists elsewhere. 

Yet after the war, as the Iron Curtain banged 
down abroad and McCarthyism appeared on the 
American scene, the spirit of inter-allied scien- 
tific co-operation died a slow death. The era of 
anti-intellectualism at home coincided with mis- 
trust of our allies generally. A law was passed 
barring the disclosure of much nuclear scientific 
information to Britain or anyone else. 

Britain responded by developing the hydrogen 
bomb on her own initiative. All that our sus- 
picious atmosphere and suspicious laws had suc- 
ceeded in doing was to delay the military prog- 
ress of our best ally; secrecy certainly did not 
delay Russia. Events proved that it is difficult 
to erect frontiers against scientific progress. 

It is unfortunate that the United States did 
not permit the same community of effort in 
science as in military co-ordination with its 
allies, and permit it sooner. The NATO alliance 
would have been strengthened. Western science 
would have been strengthened. But in the past 
few years we were, to quote again from Mr. 
Eisenhower's toast, “too much separated by 
things that concern us locally.” 

The President, and the nation, now seem 
ready to end the era of mistrust. Certainly it is 
not too late to resume the scientific alliance 
with Britain, and to strengthen it by extension 
to all the NATO powers. If Sputnik has spurred 
this effort, the Russian satellite has done the 
West a good turn.

Some 35,900 Hungariaps, out of many more 
thousands who fled to Austria, have found haven 
in this country, yet they have not all been ac- 
cepted officially as permanent residents. Only 
6500 or so were granted permanent visas under 
the 1953 Refugee Relief Act. The remainder 
had to be “paroled” under a little-known pro- 
vision of the Immigration Act, and thus were 
given admission without permanent status. 

Last January President Eisenhower asked 
Congress to grant permanent status to 26,000 
parolees, but @ narrow “hardship” amendment 
to the immigration law omitted any such pro- 
vision. The President found this “particularly 
regrettable.” And there was no ground for 
such legislative hesitancy regarding Hungarian 
refugees, for of the thousands who came here, 
only 91 adults had to be sent back. 

In sum, the United States accepted only a 
small portion of those Hungarians who fled 
tyranny, and has granted only s small portion 
of those accepted the status which means secure 
residence and possible citizefship. Today only 
600 to 800 refugees are arriving each month. 
As for those who stayed home, a New York 
Times dispatch says the youths who sparked the 
revolt have turned their backs on politics and 
resumed their studies and work.

Yet, somehow, UNEF is a success. 
It has won the hearts of nearly every- 
one, from Lt. Col. Gamal Abdel Nasser 
of Egypt to Senator William F. Know- 
land of California, and from Foreign 
Minister Malik Firoe Khan Noon of 
Pakistan to Marshal Josip (Broz) Tito 
of Yugoslavia. 


In part, this is because it has man- 
aged, despite all handicaps, to do its 
job; in part, it is because so many 
people have felt for so long that its 
parents—the United Nations—really 
should have had children.

Should the world 
community wish to suppress the ag- 
gression by force, it can act under the 
Uniting for Peace resolution. 


Once a cease-fire has. been ob- 
tained—through diplomacy, political 
or economic pressure, or military ac- 
tion—the pattern would revert to that 
of UNEF in Egypt. 


Countries Were Eager to Serve 


Is such a peace force feasible at 
this time? Or would the idea start 
like a skyrocket, only to fizzle out the 
way the 1950 effort did? 

No fewer than 24 countries offered 
troops for UNEF; some, in fact, were 
eager to serve. The opportunity was 
considered a distinction. 

It should be made perfectly clear 
that the country. earmarking troops 
would have full freedom not to serve, 
if it wished, when the occasion arose. 


Indeed, designation as a U.N. unit 
could become a coveted honor within 
the contributing nation’s‘ armed forces. 


Should this plan not appeal to a 
government for any reason, an alter- 
native would be to accept volunteers 
for a special United Nations unit on 
the understanding that volunteers 
would serve for a given length of 
time in the national armed forces.

IN THE RAPIDLY GROWING 
literature of the New Deal, Franklin 
D. Roosevelt is assuming the lineaments 
of the well-known if politically inappro- 
priate elephant which, inspected tactile- 
ly by various blind men, seemed to be 
several quite incongruous creatures. 
Mr. Tugwell, a member of the original 
Brain Trust who never gave up, 
approaches his subject from the point 
of view of the dedicated liberal, and 
he is naturally convinced that Roosevelt 
was a dedicated liberal. 


That F.D.R. was a great political 
leader who became the instrument of 
the nation’s fiercest burst of creative 
liberal energy, history leaves no doubt. 
His monuments—Social Security, mini- 
mum wages, public power, compensa- 
tory fiscal policy and the rest—are 
firmly embedded in our political life. 
But it must be doubted that he came to 
this place in history by predestination, 
by an inherently progressive bias and 
by a mystical relationship to Cousin 
Theodore, as Mr. Tugwell tries to show. 


On the contrary the marvel of 
F.D.R.’s career is‘ not that he carried 
the liberal banner from boyhood but 
that from an essentially unoriented 
youth he matured into a “democratic 
Roosevelt” who advanced progressive 
principles with enormous skill and 
sensitivity. In other times and circum- 
stances he might almost as easily have 
turned up on the conservative side. 
Indeed: when he took office he was just 
about six of one and half a dozen of 
the other. 


IT WAS AS a pragmatic politician, 
extraordinarily receptive to the short 
wave signals of popular opinion, that 
he felt his way from one expediency 
to another, turning now to the left and 
now to the right, moving always for- 
ward but never losing sight of the 
politician’s supreme necessity to keep 
a majority behind him. And the marvel 
is that out of it all came a liberal era 
which, though painfully brief in terms 
of actual legislation, fixed the attitudes 
of a whole political generation. 


Mr. Tugwell, from the depths of an 
emotional attachment which glows so 
warmly as to recreate much of the 

atmosphere of those early New Deal 

days, tries to persuade himself that 

F.D.R.’s leftward movements were those 
he really wanted to take, and all the 
rest concessions to the opposition. 
Perhaps. But the facts equally support 
the hypothesis that his true gift was 
that of divining what a politically effec- 
tive majority would support, of re- 
sponding to the liberal opinion which

ATLAS SHRUGGED, by Ayn Rand.

THE ATLAS of Greek myth tricked 
Hercules into sustaining the weight of 
the sky. The Atlases of Miss Rand's 
novel—giants of productive business 
activity all—see no Hercules in sight. 
Iron-founders, inventors of new motors, 
managers and owners of transconti- 
nental railway systems, shoguns of min- 
eral empires embracing the globe, in 
triumphant self-knowledge they know 
that if they give up their task of hold- 
ing up the civilized world, there will be 
no one to take over. Even if they merely 
“shrug,” transcontinental trains will run 
no more, New York will be plunged into 
darkness, and the last bridge linking the 
two banks of the Mississippi will vanish 
into thin air. 


The Atlases of the novel, who have 
temporarily resigned from their task of 
holding up American civilization, retire 
to a green valley in the West, and those 
who have censured their efforts and 
envied their power—the “looters,” in 
Miss Rand’s vocabulary—face a long, 
dark night. “Who is John Galt?” is a 
question the worried members of the 
proletariat ask each other. The reader 
of Miss Rand’s book finally knows. 


LIKE KILROY, John Galt is every- 
where, and unlike Kilroy he has a def- 
inite program of sabotage. Galt works 
to withdraw the superior minds from 
American society; Galt will let the 
rest—social workers, government plan- 
ners, professors and day-laborers—learn 
the hard way that they are entirely 
dependent on creative minds. Further, 
such inferior persons had better give up 
mouthing platitudes about unselfishness 
drawn from the Gospel and Rousseau 
and nineteenth-century economists. 


All this, in the novel, is worked out 

with a vast cast of characters, which can 
quickly be reduced to two persons: The 
being with tHe creative mind and will; 
the being who envies that mind and will 
and tries to cut them down to size by 
pseudo-intellectual double-talk. 
FOR PLOT, Miss Rand mingles her 
private fantasies with the adventures of 
heroes of Utopian fiction. Miss Rand 
tells of heroes who produce new and 
better metals and motors that capture 
new sources of energy; she shows us 
the tireless machinations of second-rate 
and, consequently, “liberal” intelligences 
to exploit these discoveries for the gen- 
eral good. 

On some pages she hymns 
umphs of “reason” and “mind”; 
pages she suggests that wisdom lies in 
the profound intuitive powers of her 
Atlas figures. Impassioned 
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many persons like Mr. Tugwell helped 
to create, of fusing the vague aspira- 
tions of the nation at a particular 
period into a coherent body of political 
action. 


ITIS UNDERSTANDABLE that 
Mr. Tugwell, searching for threads of 
consistency, should still believe that 
F.D.R. secretly cherished, and if he had 
lived might have created, a new pro- 
gressive party all his own. Perhaps. All 
Presidents, in moments of frustration, 
dream of routing the opposition at one 
stroke and leading a triumpHant peo- 
ple’s party to destiny. Even Dwight 
Eisenhower, who hardly qualifies as a

great political leader, indulged himself 
the brief reverie of a new Republican- 
ism in which McCarthy would be only 
an unpleasant memory. 

What comes through from this por- 
trayal of an uafulfilled ambition to 
realign the parties is the picture of 
Roosevelt and Tugwell relaxing over an 
old-fashioned after some defeat at the 
hands of Jack Garner, F-D,R. telling 
Tugwell what he wanted to hear just as 
at times he told the conservatives what 
they wanted to hear, both happily con- 
juring up the vision of an untroubled 
future when the Southern Democrats 
would be reduced to impotence and

And for 70 pages near the end of the 
novel, in the chapter “This Is John Galt 
Speaking,” Miss Rand ceases to write a 
novel and gives us her tract for the 
times, along the lines already indicated. 


MANY READERS took “The Foun- 
tainhead” seriously. “If Atlas Shrugged” 
has the same good fortune, we will know 
beyond question that large sections of- 
America want to hear that greed is bet- 
ter than charity, that selfishness is a 
sure guide to “rational moral choice,” 
that any government supervision of 
economic activity is an expression of 
“looter” mentality. 


It is for such messages that “Atlas 
Shrugged” will be read; the book is 
empty of psychological insight and de- 
void of taste, and reading it could be— 
for some persons—a traumatic experi- 
ence. For in the novel, on a thousand- 
page screen, Miss Rand projects her 
monotonous hopes and fears. The best- 
seller lists will tell us whether they are 
the hopes and fears of others as well.

the Brain Trust elevated to unchal- 
lenged powers. The charming thing is 
that F.D.R. could make Tugwell believe 
this even while flinging Tugwell himself 
to the right-wing wolves. 

Like Samuel Rosenman before him, 
Mr. Tugwell tells the story of Roose- 
velt’s offer in 1944 to interest Wendell 
Willkie in a joint effort to form a new 
political coalition for 1948. It is very 
hard to take this as seriously as Mr. 
Tugwell does. Like all good politicians, 
F.D.R. concentrated on winning one 
election at a time. His approach to 
Willkie most probably was for the pur- 
pose of wooing Willkie Republicans for 
1944, not 1948. Willkie himself, some- 
what foxy in his own right, must have 
suspected this, for he refused any con- 
tact with the President until after elec- 
tlon—and Willkie was dead by then. 


The best parts of Mr. Tugwell’s book 

are the chapters on the early New Deal 
in which he was an active participant. 
His explorations of Roosevelt’s boyhood 
and youth are sentimental and specula- 
tive, marred by tenuous hypotheses for 
which there seems little support in the 
record—such as the theory that he had 
a religious experience in preparatory 
school which left him profoundly pious 
for the rest of his life. The powerful 
desire to backdate Roosevelt’s adult 
qualities even leads Mr. Tugwell to 
make him out a scholar at Harvard in 
the face of irrefutable evidence that he 
was a first-class loafer. 
“IT IS NOT REASONABLE,” 
says Mr. Tugwell, to suppose that 
Roosevelt sat in an economics class 
without absorbing the knowledge that 
he would later use to fashion the Bank- 
ing Act of 1933. Others will find this 
supposition the most reasonable one in 
the world. But Mr. Tugwell is convinced 
that Roosevelt was “consecrated” and 
that “it seems to me simply not sensible 
to believe that preparation for this 
dedication did not begin at Harvard in 
spite of all the superficial evidence to 
the contrary.” Mr. Tugwell’s ideas of 
what is sensible would be strengthened 
by evidence of any kind. 

I have one other petty complaint. 
Mr. Tugwell throughout refers tg his 
subject as “Franklin.” He gets self- 
conscious enough about this to explain 
in the preface that he never called the 
President “Franklin” to his face, but 
got in the habit of doing so. while 
studying his boyhood, and just could not 
stop. The result is an intolerable air of 
familiarity which is a constant irritant. 
In the next edition Mr. Tugwell ought 
to go through the whole volume and 
change every one of those “Franklins” 
to “Roosevelt.”

JUST ABOUT the last remnants of 
Communism - as - a- political - faith must 
have been buried beneath the rubble in 
Budapest last year.

LEFTOVER LIFE TO KILL, by Caitlin Thomas. (Atlantic-

IF THERE WERE a prize for unrestrained, uninhibited, 
self-revealing autobiography this would surely take it for 
1957. Caitlin Thomas is an angry, grief-stricken, tormented 
widow. In “Leftover Life to Kill” she reveals the agony of 
soul through which she passed on the death of her husband 
Dylan, the Welsh poet, with a nakedness that is at times 
repulsive but cannot help at the same time being moving. 
There is so much elemental passion here that it evokes 
compassion on the reader’s part by its very fury. 


The book, and especially the author’s prose style, reminds 
me of one of her native Welsh mountain torrents—roaring, 
tumbling, turbulent, a wild unbroken spate of words which 
are sometimes incandescent with light and feeling, at other 
times incoherent with rage. It is a style clothed in prolix 
purple and much fine hyperbolic raiment. One wearies, 


however, of poetic license of expression stretched over 260 
pages of prose. 


THE AUTHOR admits that Dylan would have called her 
style not writing but ranting and would have loathed it. 


She speaks of being “left a soulless lump of inanimate 
meat.” 


And here is how she describes the inmates of a mental 
hospital, where she spent some weeks following Dylan's 
death: “The suicidals are gay as skipping crickets; the para- 
noiacs sport and giggle in the womb; and the pricked 
schizophrenes crack apart like scalded chestnuts.” 


It is not clear whether Mrs. Thomas’ purpose in pouring 
out on paper her sorrow, her memories, her bitter thoughts, 
is to tell about Dylan or to write about herself. Drunk with 
her memories and emotions she staggers back and forth 
between her two themes. 

There is some Dylan here. We are given a vivid picture 
of the tragic, sordid last chapter of his life when he seemed 
bent on destroying himself. She cannot forgive the Americans 
who lionized him when he came over to give readings of 
his poetry. She accuses them of partying him, flattering him, 
seducing him, debauching him, and finally killing him. 
MAYBE THESE TWO were meant for each other. 
Maybe it was a happy marriage. It is hard to tell from the 
way Caitlin writes about it. She says at one point, “Our 
marriage was not a cobweb house drifting in sand.” It is 
certainly clear that there must have been far too much 
tempest blowing for any cobweb. 


At one point she sobs out her feeling of guilt: “Dylan 


and dying, they don’t go together, or is it that they were 
bound to go together; he said so often enough, but I did 
not heed him. I was as foolish as women are supposed to 
be, the traditional woman, paid no attention, took him for 
granted, was only concerned with how to express my own 
aggressive, demanding, frustrated, vile, jealous self. And 


look what he has done to me! How brutally, cruelly am 
1 punished. .. .” 


To endure her life of agony without Dylan and to try 
to escape her memories Caitlin exiled herself to the island 
of Elba, and most of the book is about her life there and 
the unlicensed love affair which grew out of it. This will 
hold your attention if you cAn transfer your interest from 
the tragedy of Dylan the poet, who died before his time, to 
the sufferings of Caitlin, a widow bereft of her man.

HERE IS A REMARKABLE bodk of great perception. “Face 
to Face” will fascinate, stimulate, encourage and entertain, 
At one turn, this autobiography of a young, 23-year-old blind 
Hindu strips away the ambiguities of Indian politics; at the 
next, it relates in vivid fashion some long-standing Indian 
custom. For Americans, the depth of feeling that Ved Mehta 
has for the United States—where he found education and 
liberation—will be rewarding and also challenging. 


In essence, “Face to Face” will tell the average American 
more about India and also more about his own country than 
he will receive from reading scores of books. Ved Mehta's 
gifts of a remarkably sharp and keen mind and an indomitable 
spirit combine in this autobiograpliy to produce a book that 
merits serious attention by both schplar and general reader. 


“Face to Face” vividly paints an understandable picture of 
the sharp conflicts which tore apart and embittered the In- 
dian subcontinent with independence just 10 years ago. The 
mistakes of Bvitish rule which set Moslems against Hindus 
and led to the creation of two nations—India and Pakistan— 


are here portrayed with simplicity and yet great depth of 
understanding. 


LIVING THROUGH these years steeled Ved Mehta’s cour- 
age and resolve to obtain an education in order to play an 
active role in the rehabilitation of his nation. To this young 
Indian teen-ager—who refused to drift into chair-seat weav- 
ing, India’s traditional craft for the blind—the United States 
was the bright hope. His determination—solidly aided by his 
father’s great sacrifices—eventually made this hope a reality. 


His American experiences led him to the little-known 
Arkansas School for the Blind—where true liberation came— 
and thence to Pomona College in California and Phi Beta 
Kappa in his junior year. Now at 23, he is embarking on a 
new adventtire to Balliol College, Oxford, familiarizing him- 
self with English constitutional history and adding to his 
storehouse of knowledge and—what is more important—expe- 
rience to qualify him for leadership in his native land. 


LIKE MANY of his contemporaries facing the loosening 
bonds of frontiers, Ved Mehta has been torn between East 
and West. He is something of both. He can, and most as- 
suredly will, contribute bountifully to both. 

For Ved Mehta, his return to India “constitutes both a 
challenge and a responsibility.” But “I should feel sadder 
and lonelier (about leaving the United States) without a 
hope that I shall hear and feel American life again, for now 
America is as much my home as any place is in this foot- 
loose world.”

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Sculpture Career, the Hard Way 
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Fame, but Not Much Money, Comes to Marion Perkins ¥

AT A NEWSSTAND on Chicago's 
South Side, back in the 1930s, passersby 
became accustomed to seeing stone 
carvings, in various stages of comple- 
tion, on a pedestal set up near the box 
where Marion Perkins sold papers, As 
the head of a family with three young 
ehildren, Perkins had got the urge to 
become a sculptor at a peculiarly inop- 
portune time—right in the thick of the 
depression. 


Sculpture is an expensive art form 
to learn and stay with. Perkins had 
other handicaps, too. He was an Arkan- 
sas farm boy who hadn't quite finished 
high school, and he was a Negro. The 
fact that he is a highly regarded 
sculptor today is due, in about equal 
measure, to his own perseveringly culti- 
vated talent and to training made 
available by his community. 

Perkins was in St. Louis recently as 

quést demonstrator at the autumn open 
house program of the People’s Art 
Center, a United Fund agency similar 
to organizations in Chicago that gave 
him his first outside encouragement. 
The center, which functions in a con- 
verted Victorian mansion at 3657 Gran- 
del square, offers training in arts and 
crafts to adults and children at modest 
tuition fees. In his two-day visit, 
Perkins explored the center from its 
basement workshops to the painting 
studio in the old third-story ballroom, 
and said that the crowded institution 
on Grandel square is one of the most 
effective agencies of its kind that he 
has seen. 
THE CHICAGO AGENCIES 
where Perkins discovered the benefits 
of community interest in the arts were 
the Y.M.C.A. and the Southside Com- 
munity Art Center. The center’s director 
at that time was Peter Pollack, who now 
handles public relations for the Art 
Institute of Chicago. 

“I was driving along Thirty-seventh 
street,” Pollack recalled recently, “and 
at the Indiana corner I saw a monu- 
mental head of Lincoln done in red 
granite. There was a little boy watching 
the newsstand, and I asked him whose 
work that was. He said, ‘My father made 
this.’ This was one of Perkins’s children, 
and I lost no time in looking up Perkins 
and bringing him over to our center. 
He studied under Si Gordon, one of our 
teachers. One of his pieces was accepted 
by the Art Institute for its 1943 Annual 
Exhibition of American Painting and 
Sculpture, and later the institute bought 
his ‘Man of Sorrows’ for its permanent 
collection.” 

Pollack and the Southside Art Center 
eame into Perkins's life when he very 
much needed a lift. Perkins was born 
in 1908 on a farm owned by his great- 
grandmother near Marche, Ark., a vil- 


A European Looks at America 


Scottish Editor Finds Freedom, Simplicity, Diversity

PERHAPS IT IS an impertinence 
to set down even three words about 
the United States after a first visit so 
short and partial as mine was recently. 
But the three words which seem to 
summarize my impression of those 
weeks are surprising to myself, and 
would be still more surprising to a 
great many other Europeans. They are 
freedom, simplicity, and diversity. 


The common idea of America and 
Americans (outside the United States) 
is about precisely opposite to this one. 
It is realized, of course, that there must 
be some difference between New York 
and Omaha, Chicago and New Orledns, 
if it is only a difference of climate. 


But Europeans are apt to think of the 
United States as a country of rather op- 
pressive uniformity—uniform ideas 
fashions, habits, politics, even uniform 
food and drink. America is also, to 
them, a land of colossal wealth and lux- 
ury, but even its millionairishness is 
thought of as somehow uniform and al- 
most universal. 

As for liberty, Europe hears so many 
accounts of the extravagance of politics, 
of witch-hunts, lynchings, and travellers 
held up at Immigration, that a phrase 
like “the Land of the Free,” which for 
generations expressed the hope and be- 
lief of millions of emigrants, and, the 
families they left behind them, would 
now have an ironic ring in the ears of 
most people east of the Atlantic, 
YET BY COMPARISON with 
that of England, the most influential 
of the European countries, the freedom 
of American life and Its lack of pattern 
imposed from above are quite startling. 

Diversity, as I am thinking of it, is 
perhaps a quality or fruit of freedom: 
to anyone from Britain what is notable 
about the United States is not so much 
their actual variousness as the willing 
ness (and power) of the people of any

This 
was the work that the Institute of Art 
exhibited, bringing Perkins his first 
national attention. 


In 1948, Perkins received a $2400

THIS, OF COURSE, HELPS TO 
explain why England has now accepted 
so easily a way of life that is at least 
half-socialist. It is a further stage of 
the process of concentration; almost the 
final one. The government is bigger 
and stronger even than an industrial 
monopoly, and, in one way or another, 
the British government has a hand in 
almost every form of activity within 
this island. 

To most British people it seems 
entirely natural that something so new 
as radio should be a monopoly, ulti- 
mately under government control, 
though with safeguards against merely 
political management. The idea of com- 
petitive television shocked millions so 
severely that the plans made for it have 
had to be altered so as to provide 
merely for two government-controlled 
corporations instead of one. 

I have had to sketch this contrasting 
way of life in order to explain to 
American readers what it is in the 
United States which strikes a European 
as most characteristically different from 
the conditions he knows best. Not all 
European societies are on the English 
pattern, but the countries where free- 
dom from the official controls that go 
with concentration are most marked 
are chiefly small ones, like Switzerland. 

It is not democracy that makes the 
difference. The English (and the 
French) now consider themselves to be 
more democratic than the Americans; 
they certainly vote more solidly at 
national elections and their parliaments 
have wider, more inclusive powers than

Because he works in fairly small 
scale (“I never work with anything I 
can’t lift’), Perkins’s sculptures tend to 
be compact in composition, with limbs 
of full figures foreshortened and styl- 
ized. Some of his heads have Negroid 
features, but he puts no special em- 
phasis on Negro subject matter as such. 
He has experimented with wire and 
welded forms, but still prefers stone. 

“I do not do this for a hobby,” 
Perkins said, as though anticipating a 
frequently asked question. “Art has 
been a part of my life. I’ve turned 
down jobs where I could be doing this 
kind of work on a production basis 
because art isn’t mad@ that way. You 
have to make a living any way you can, 
and then you're free to produce art, if 
you can.”

Nematodes 
In Soil Are 
Big Problem 


By ELEANOR B. McCLURE 
Post-Dispatch Garden Writer. 


When diagnosing ailments or 
losses of valued plants, chances 
are that we may be overlook- 
ing the real villians—soil nem- 
atodes. Although these eel- 
worms are so tiny that they 
must be studied under a micro- 
scope, they cause such vast 
damage that they have earned 
the title, “Plant Pest No. 1.” 

Compared to other sciences, 
nematology is still in its in- 
fancy. Some attempts were 
made to control nematodes in 
the mid-nineteenth century, 
but the first really effective 
soil fumigants have been de- 
veloped in the postwar years. 
Even 10 years ago, there were 
scarcely more than 25 recog- 
nized nematologists in the 
country. While there still are 
not enough trained scientists 
in this important field, the 
nematology workshop in St. 
Loujs recently drew some 250 
persons from 12 Midwestern 
states. 

Although we may be newly 
eonscious of the damage caused 
by nematodes, they surely 
aren't a new pest. Our virgin 
soils were inhabited hy hun- 
dreds of different species of

éé O you realize that 
there hasn’t been a 
man counted out on a 
Friday night television box- 
ing show for 21 weeks?” de- 
manded a rather irate voice 
over the telephone, “referees 
are stopping bouts too soon”. 

Well, there’s no doubt but 
that boxing officials in this 
day and age are rather quick 
to halt a match after one of 
the contestants has been in- 
jured. That -has always 
seemed to be the best sys- 
tem. After all boxing fans 
are not particularly interest- 
ed in seeing a man hurt too 
much. And in television con- 
tests, referees are _ really 
watchful so there is no repe- 
tition of the spectacle in Bos- 
ton a few years ago when 
Tommy Collins was bounc- 
ing up and down off the can- 
vas like a rubber ball from 
the blows of Jimmy Carter. 

It wasn’t until after Col- 
lins had been down about ten 
times that the referee 
stopped the scrap and then 
only when the seconds of 
Collins dashed into the ring 
and demanded that it be 
ended. 

That affair caused such a 
furore around the country 
that referees since have been 
very careful to see that such 
a thing does not happen 
again. It has, perhaps, re- 
sulted in some bouts being 
stopped too soon. 

This very humanitarian 
sentiment had nothing to do 
with the fan on the tele- 
phone, however. 

“We have a pool which 
pays off only on knockouts” 
he declared, ‘‘and_ there 
hasn't been a real knockout 
on a Friday night show since 
Harold Johnson knocked out 
Clarence Hinnant in the first 
round at St. Nicholas Arena, 
May 31.” 

“The pool was geeting so 
heavy that we had to declare 
it off’, he went on, “I don’t 
see why referees have to be 
so quick to stop fights.” 

In the past 21 contests on 
Friday nights there have 
been the one knockout, seven 
bouts that were halted by 
the referee to save a con- 
testant from further injury, 
eleven which resulted in de- 
cisions and two draws. 

Results were not so much 
different on the Wednesday 
night bouts, either. In them, 
there were three actual 
knockouts, two contests were 
stopped, there were 15 de- 
cisions and one draw.

View Ahead: Your 
Life in Space Age 


What's your life going to be like in the coming age 
of space? Other than the rocket scientists, no group 
of men has given that question more thought than the 
writers of science fiction. Now that man has finally 
caught up with their literary characters, what do the 
writers see in the future. In the following article, noted 
British science fiction writer John Christopher gives 
his forecast of how your life will be changed. 
Christopher's chilling best-seller, “No Blade of Grass,” 
was published in the United States earlier this year, 
serialized in a national magazine and is now being 
made into a motion picture.

CIENCE fiction has had two moments of triumph. The 
G sire was in 1945, when the atomic bomb, forecast by 

several science fiction writers with a good deal of preci- 
sion, was exploded over Hiroshima. The second occurred 
with the launching of the 
first artificial satellite. 
This is by far the more 
important of the two. 

The space age has 
arrived, and science fic- 
tion authors and readers 
can sit back and say to 
the world: “We told you 
so.” 

There is all the dif- 
ference in the world be- 
tween theoretical specula- 
tion and practical 
achievement. Even before 
the creation of this first 
man-made moon, it was 
certain that interplane- 
tary travel would not be 
long delayed; but that 
small metal sphere hur- 
tling around the world 
through the upper at- 
mosphere means more 
than al] speculations of theoretical scientists and 
science fiction writers. It represents the reak-through, 
the point of no return in humanity's struggle to crash the 
greatest barrier of all. 
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The effects will be immediate and far-reaching. 
The moon itself is the next target, and, whatever the 
official pronouncements may be, the race is now on 
with a vengeance. In this race, there can be no deny- 
ing that the Russians have a considerable lead, but 
that lead will probably work te the final advantage of 
the West. A democracy, unlike a dictatorship, is most 
efficient when it is coming up from behind. The Rus- 
slans may be the first to hit the moon with a rocket, 
but the first manned spaceship te touch down on an- 
other planet will, almost certainly, be an American one. 
x « *® 2 
@ WHAT WILL BE the practical effects of ICBM, the 
artificial satellites, flight to the moon? First, world peace. 
When everyone is in the target area, no one but a mad- 
man would think of pressing the button. A moon-base 
would be well nigh invulnerable to attack from the earth, 
while from the moon nuclear shells could be fired at ter- 
restrial cities with relative ease and precision. Arguments 
as to the future course of world politics will have to be 
settled by peaceful means; and events of the last few 
years have shown that the West has nothing to fear on 
that score. 

The economic effects of space travel are likely to be 
less world-shaking. The notion of fleets of space freighters 
bringing back valuable minerals from mines on the moon 
hardly bears examination. Not only would the costs of 
transportation be enormous, but the giant strides that 
have been made in nuclear science make it probable that, 
by the time a world scarcity in any important mineral 
develops, it will be possible to synthesize or transform 
that mineral from a more plentiful source material.

Wireless and television communications, on the 
other hand. are likely to witness tremendous ad- 
vantages from the exploration of space. At present, 
television in particular is hampered by the smaliness 
of the area covered by each transmitter. Booster trans- 
mitters on artifical satellites, swinging round the earth 
just outside the atmospheric limits, will overcome this 
limitation. World-wide television hook-ups will become 
matter-of-fact. India will be able to watch the progress 
of the World Series. Americans will be able to see, 
as it happens (and in color) the coronation of British 
kings and queens.

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@ WILL THERE BE rocket liners, for luxury cruises to 
the moon? With each moon rocket costing as much as an 
aircraft carrier, it isn’t likely that even multi-millionaires 
will be able to afford tickets. The men on the moon will 
be scientists and technicians, living in outposts like the 
Antarctic explorers of today. And yet this is not to say 
that the day of the space liner, even the space yacht, will 
never come. 

Rockets will take man into space, but quite different 
means may be found for exploiting this vast new empire. 
H. G. Wells imagined cavorite, a substance which would 
take a vessel out into space by canceling the effect of 
gravity. Scientists do not laugh quite so heartily at the 
idea of anti-gravity as they did even a few years ago. It 
may well be that, in the conquest of space, the rocket will 
resemble the steam train in the conquest of land distances 
that it will be outmoded within a few years of being 
perfected. 

For global transportation, it is outmoded already. 
There will be no passenger rockets from London to New 
York. We have, atmost within our grasp, the much more 
reliable and efficient nuclear-powered airplane, which will 
carry travelers through the calm and weather-less zones of 
the stratosphere. For more leisurely travel, there will be 
the. nuclear-powered submarine liner. Great sleek ships 
will cruise from port to port below the ocean's surface. Sea- 
sickness pills will be out; untroubled by wind and waves, 
passengers will sit in the observation booths, behind tough- 
ened plate glass, watching the whales go by. 

Mankind is accelerating into the future. The year 
2000 will see incredible advances in every branch of 
technology. Power is the key to scientific progress, and 
the atom will give us cheap power in abundance, We live 
in a wonderful world in comparison with that of our grand- 
fathers, but our grandchildren's world will be more won- 
derful still. 

Men and women at the close of the second millenium 
will-live in what we would regard as fairy-tale luxury. 


And, human nature being what it is, they will take it all 


for granted.

Smaller Life Forms 
Prepare tor Winter

in observing the smaller life forms which abound at 
Possum Trot Farm and whose number and variety 
mever ceases to astonish us. 


W: have been especially interested during the past year 


I am sure it would take a 
lifetime of study to learn 
even the insects; the but- 
terflies and moths, bees 
and wasps, beetles, drag- 
onflies and damselflies 
and all the rest. But 
there are also amphib- 
lans; frogs, toads and 
salamanders; the dozen 
varieties of fish in our 
creek and ponds; and the 
reptiles that include liz- 
ards, skinks and snakes. 
Add to these a list of 
birds too long to remem- 
ber and a dozen or more 
furbearers and small ro- 
dents — and there's little 
wonder our leisure time 
is filled to overflowing. 

One a recent evening 
when the moon was just 
past the full, I went out 

' into the yard just as the 

smoky, orange-colored orb climbed above Buford Moun- 
tain. The air had turned chill and I knew that morning 
would bring another hard frost.. And then I became con- 
scious that the night was silent, unlike the summer nights 
where we.can identify the songs of many insects, as well as 
the voices of the frogs and toads. I stood quiet for a time 
and finally made out one tentative note, probably that of a 
snowy tree cricket. This little fellow is an accomplished 
singer and yet, oddly enough, his potential spouse has no 
auditory organs with which to hear him serenade. Instead, 
she is attracted to him chemically by a substance exuded 
from a gland atop his head. 
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I stayed outdoors for a considerable time, listening 
for ether Insect notes. Many of the night-cinging 
species make excellent thermometers. The cadence 
of their songs grows steadily slower as the mer- 
eury drops and some have actually been charted 
so that if you have a watch and a singing cricket, 
you can tell just where the thermometer stands. 
Crickets, like most insects, are interesting crea- 
tures. Most are nocturnal and nearly all are 
good singers. There is one little fellow, less than 
a quarter-inch long, that lives in ant nests, appar- 
ently securing nourishment by cleaning the bodies 
of the ants and the walls of their galleries. 
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@ STANDING IN THE NIGHT, I recalled that dur- 
ing recent days we have no longer been hearing the drone 
of the cicadas during late afternoon and evening. We can, 
however, examine twigs of trees and shrubs in the yard and 
find where the females have slit these to deposit their 
eggs. Now the adults have finished their long life cycle, 
the eggs will hatch and fall to the ground where the larvae 
will burrow in and start the long span of years under- 
ground in the nymphal stage. Cicadas are sometimes 
ealled “locusts” but the term is a misnomer. True locusts 
belong to a different order. Another that has gone silent 
is the Katydid, the big green long-horned grasshopper that 
we normally begin hearing in mid-July. It is a member of 
a large family, all with antenna as long or longer than their 
bodies, and includes the Mormon cricket, most agricul- 
turally destructive of all grasshoppers. Our summer Katy- 
did undoubtedly does some damage to foliage and to the 
twigs in which it deposits its eggs, but is hardly ever num- 
erous enough to be a real pest. 
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These insect names become confusing. The 
“17-year locust” is no locust, but a cicada. The 
“Mormon Cricket” is no cricket, but a long- 


horned grasshopper. Migratory grasshoppers of 
the short-horned family, which are often seriously 
destructive in agricultural regions, are popularly 
called “locusts” —but I suppose the only insect to 
which this name is applied with absolute accuracy 
is the “pygmy locust.” This little creature, generally 
flightless, feeds mostly on mosses and lichens, fungi, 
algae and decaying vegetable matter. It is eaten by 
some birds, amphibians, ants and certain bugs and 
so plays its small part in “the chain of life.” 
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@ ALTHOUGH THE GOLDENROD has almost finished 
blooming, we can still find tiny yellow spiders hiding in 
the flower-heads on sunny afternoons; and here is an excel- 


lent example of adaptation or evolution in nature. 
spiders match in color the flower in which they secrete 
themselves to await passing insects, while the outstretched

legs can easily be mistaken for stamens or pistils. We 
also note that, while we still see many butterflies, most are 
nearing the end of their life cycle. Their wings are ragged 
and torn—and far less bright in color than when they first 
emerged from the chrysalis some weeks or months ago. 
Except for the Monarch and perhaps a few other species 
which migrate southward in winter, the gest fly more and 
more slowly and one day come to rest on a blossom from 
which they will not take off again. 


Although we do not see them do it, we know that many 
of our handsome beetles are seeking winter quarters be- 
neath decaying logs in the woodland—and that the sala- 
“‘manders which live along the bluff will retreat to winter 
homes deep beneath the leaves. Fence lizards are now 
active only at mid-day—and down along the creek I see the 
soft-cshelled and snapping turtles moving slowly along as 
they, too, search for a good muddy spot where they can 
dig in. Through the lazy afternoons we hear the fox squir- 
rels barking and know that these little fellows are as busy 
as we. Not only do they hoard their stores of acorns and 
ether nuts, but bury many that will remain undiscovered 
and perhaps sprout into trees.

Idea Is to Interest Young Minds and Firm Here, by Doing So, Has Grown to a Giant in Field

UR first reading primer'’s 
plot centered around the 
“—” various activities of a young 
protagonist by the name of 
Baby Ray, who dwelt on a won- 
drous farm. 

This rural tot was shown in 
t-colored illustrations as 
he leaped from his bed at dawn, 


~“Tevoltingly cheerful, and em- 


barked upon the day’s pursuits. 

“Baby Ray saw the sun,” the 
underlines stated, then duly 
noted that Baby Ray saw the 
rooster, Baby Ray saw the dog, 
Baby Ray saw the cow, Baby 
Ray saw the pig, and we for- 
got what all. We do remember 
he preferred his eggs sunny 
side up. 

It was after we passed the 
Baby Ray book that our inter- 
est in formal education began 
to wane. This was in about the 
second grade, and except for 
a short-lived period in high 
school when it appeared likely 
the chemistry teacher might 
blow himself up it never did 
fully recover. 

The textbooks seemed to 
grow grimmer and grimmer. 
The seventh-grade math book 
scared us, the algebra period 
was traumatic. A huge ancient 
history book, heavy enough to 
serve as anchor for a good- 
sized yawl, and apparently writ- 
ten by the same man who com- 
poses the current income-tax 
instructions, left us only with 
the certain knowledge that the 
ancient Phoenicians invented 
dye, which they made from 
shellfish. We think it was the 
Phoenicians. 


Anyhow, it was with some 
degree of consternation we got 
to thinking the other day that 
of all the textbooks we waded 


* through only one can be re- 


membered with considerable 
clarity — and with absolute 
fondness. And that was the 
biographical data on Baby Ray. 
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T WAS with an even greater 

degree of pleasure we learned 

that the current and intense 
trend in textbook publishing is 
centered around a secret that 
B. Ray knew all along. 


Make it interesting. 


It is possible to teach a child 
by rote or by ritual—by con- 
scientiously drumming into his 
head certain facts. The best 
way, however, educators agree, 
is to get him interested. 


To teachers this theory is ob- 
vious. Yet the theory remained 
a long way from textbook prac- 
tice, generally, until the late 
1930s. After World War II 
textbook publishers began to 
quicken the pace to close this 
gap between aspiration and 
achievement. 


“And it’s only in the past 
five years that the trend has 
veered sharply toward an over- 
all picture of texts which pur- 
posefully and adequately awak- 
en interest,” said the editor-in- 
chief of a St. Louis firm which 
is known internationally. 


This firm is the Webster 
Publishing Co. at 1808 Wash- 
ington avenue. It creates text- 
books, thereby occupying a po- 
sition unequaled for pure re- 
sponsibility by any other facet 
of the publishing world. 


It is 34 years old which by 
age alone in the venerable text- 
book publishing industry would 
make it a mere tot. It is no tot. 
It is one of the leaders in the 
United States, a lusty and two- 
fisted firm which—while large- 
ly unknown to the vast majority 
of home-towners— exerts an 
enormous influence felt nation- 
wide: 


If the average St. Louisan, 
escorting his cousin from the 
East on the local points-of- 
interest tour, were to point at 
the modest entrance of Web- 
ster Publishing and announce 
that here was a firm with more 
influence than any given giant- 
circulation New York magazine 
he would be laughed down. 


He would also, however, be 


correct. 
W president of the com- 
* pany, a man of youth- 
ful outlook and vast pride in 
his enterprise, jotted down 
some figures offhandedly to 
back up that somewhat star- 
tling statement. 


The “influence hours,” or 
hours of total readership of 
any big national magazine, run 
into what looks like a stagger- 
ing array of zeros per week. 

Staggering, that is, until com- 
pared with the number of “in- 
fluence hours” exerted every 
school day by the approximate 
20,000,000 Webster - published 
books in use. Annually, the 
text readership makes the mag- 
azine readership look tiny by 
comparison. 

It doesn’t tell the story in 
full because the influence ex- 
erted by a magazine on an

late Waldo P. Johnson — and 
began physically in a Webster 
Groves basement. The found- 
er, Johnson recalled, smiling, 
was born on a farm in Maries 
county, Mo., and at the con- 
templative age of 10 decided, 
“There must be an easier way 
to make a living.” 


So he ended up in that most 
difficult of jobs—teaching. He 
was also a book salesman. He 
was also a man who knew in- 
efficiency when he saw it. The 
blackboard drill was a long and 
honored institution, but to 
Waldo Johnson it was an in- 
stitution with big holes of 
wasted time in it.

“We have 40 men traveling 
the nation,” said Mac Johnson. 
“In part they are salesmen. 
Equally important they are 
trend watchers; scouts, in ef- 
fect. They know their field— 
education—inside out. When a 
need is suspected, it is checked 
out. If it is a valid idea we go 
to work,”

S A CASE history, take

His idea is that children 
have to be made thirsty for 
arithmetic.

N UNHAPPILY large num- 

ber of pupils reach high 

school level without much 
reading skill. They could man- 
age an elementary reader o.k., 
but they are not about to be- 
cause it wouldn't interest them, 
and usually they are shackled 
with the notion that any read- 
ing is an onerous chore. Get- 
ting them hooked on a fascina- 
ting yarn at their mental level 
is the psychologically sound so- 
lution. (TV,) incidentally, has 
boosted, not lowered, the 
amount of children’s reading). 

Textbook people are the first 
to admit the justification of 
many squawks about our school 
system and, in fact, are among 
the leaders in trying to im- 
prove it. One of the prime con- 
tributions are ‘professional 
books” issued with the text. 
They show precisely how the 
course should be taught most 
effectively, even in some cases 
have what amounts to a script 
of lines for the teachers to 
speak. This is a huge help in 
this day of teacher shortages 
and inexperienced teachers. 

As for educational systems 
in some other countries being 
so much superior to ours, Mac- 
Lean Jehnson is inclined to be- 
lieve the comparison is rather 
like trying to add apples and 
countries. 

“Admittedly the college level 
student in some European 
countries may surpass ours,” he 
said. “However, in this democ- 
racy the idea has been to edu- 
cate the most as much as pos- 
sible—not concentrate on. the 
outstanding pupils. If it were 
proposed that the same merci- 
less weeding-out of inferior 
students take place in this 
country as in, say, Russia, I 
am afraid the hue and cry 
would unseat the legislator un- 
wary enough to have proposed 
it. This does not mean that 
constant efforts are not being 
made to improve our own 
systems.”

The Kirkwood Symphony pe- 
gan with a trio, consisting of 
Mrs. Willett Magruder, Mrs. 
John Leach, and Mrs. Duane 
Wade who started getting to- 
gether and playing for their 
own interest and practice. 
Gradually the group enlarged 
to a string ensemble and as 
others joined the group which 
met weekly in the Magruder 
home, an orchestra was formed 
under the direction of Rex 
Clark, and later Jerome Rosen. 
They gave their first concert 
on April 20, 1949 at Grace 
Parish House. 


Laurent Torno, who had been 
solo flutist for the St. Louis 
Symphony for many years and 
before that a member of the 
Cleveland Symphony and the 
Boston Symphony, under Kous- 
sevitsky, joined the Kirkwood 
group soon after its formal or- 
ganization. 

Under his direction the group 
now gives three regular con- 
certs a year and a children’s 
concert. They have performed 
a complete symphony at one 
concert, were chosen two years 
ago to play for the Music 
Teachers National Association 


convention, and have appeared 
on television on KETC. 


“The effort you put into this 
is terrific,” Torno admits, “but 
it's fun because it's creative. 
There's a tremendous spirit on 
the part of the players. We 
have something which many an 
orchestra would envy and that 
is the good fellowship experi- 
enced by everyone. The musi- 
cians enjoy what theyyze doing 
and that feeling is projected 
over the footlights.”

Fach concert is held with a 
maximum of eight rehearsals 
but rehearsals are regularly at- 
tended and work is serious 
Not long ago Torno conducted 
a chorus rehearsal for two and 
a quarter hours without a 
break. Although work is in- 
tense, he tries to keep it pleas- 
ant. 


“Music was composed to be 
played under pleasant condi- 
tions,” he says. “I don't say 
that I never lose my temper 
but I try not te weaken the 
spirit or the morale of the or- 
chestra.”

H with adult audiences and 

frequently intersperses the 
symphony’s selections with 
thumbnail sketches of the music 
and composer, not pedantic dis- 
courses, but such pieces of in- 
telligence as, “Offenbach was 
the Rodgers and Hammerstein 
of his day and a terrific guy 
for publicity. He was not be- 
yond walking down the street 
in purple pants, yellow weskit 
and pink parasol for the pub- 
licity value.” 

“We do everything we can,” 
he says, “to break down the 
iron curtain of prejudice 
against the name symphony. 
It's there, it's still there, but 
were trying to get through.” 

The best way to win friends, 
he feels, is through good music, 
and he likes to quote the re- 
action of his brother-in-law, 
Louis Speyer, Boston Sym- 
phony soloist, who heard the 
orchestra for the first time last 
vear.

N ALL the welter of talk 
| about pay TV, one psycho- 

logical fact is being lost sight 
of and that is that people like to 
pay for entertainment, People 
actually boast -about paying 
$100 a seat for “My Fair-Lady”’ 
tickets or to get into the world 
series. 

In the latest and rather 
violently inconclusive article 
in Life magazine, it is pointed 
out quite accurately that money 
alone won't assure quality. 
There are millions of untapped 
dollars in pay TV but the jokes 
wont be any funnier, the 
drama will vary from good to 
bad, the acting will sometimes 
be less than great. Money can’t 
create talent 

But it can, for obscure psy- 


chological reasons, make vou 
ehjoy what you're watching 
more than if vou were getting 
it for nothing. Some of the 
spectaculars which got enor- 
mous audiences and terrible 


notices might have fared better 
if the reviewers had paid a 
couple of dollars for their 
seats. I don't know why this Its

Out tn Bartlesville, Okla., 
472 families are watching 
wired TV that comes into 
their homes for a flat fee of 
$9.50 a month. They are get- 
ting such new movies as 
“The Prince and the Show 
Girl” and “Pajama Game” 
and the customers seem to 
be terribly contented. But 
is it because those pictures 
are so much better than the 
old ones you can see for free 
on TV? I don’t think so. 
There are some awfully good 
free movies on TV these 
days, including some of the 
best ones ever made, such as

BUT THE .FACT they are 
available to anyone with a TV 
set limits their charm. Right 
now there are a couple of con 
gressmen in Washington pre- 
paring bills which would make 
fee TV against the law. I sup 
pose they think they have hold 
of something which the public 
will enthusiastically support 
But I don't think the popular 
mood is that easy or that sim- 
ple. It's just possible the public 
would like at least a choice in 
the matter under the probably 
mistaken impression that 
around the corner is some 
thrilling intellectual or cultural 
experience not available on 
free TV.

And just possibly the pub- 
lic is right. Money can’t buy 
talent but it can buy a lot of 
other things. It can, for ex- 
ample, buy time—time to re- 
hearse, time to try Out pos- 
sibly in theaters, time to 
plan. This is one thing free 
TV grievously lacks and it 
shows in the quality of the 
product.

ALSO, THE ASSUMPTION 
that the public does not like 
to pay for what it has been 
getting free simply isn’t borne 
out by the facts. Bartlesville 
isn't the only city that has 


tried pay TV. It was tried in 
Chicago and in Palm: Springs. 


Everywhere so far, the re- 
sponse has been enthusiastic 
indorsement Who says the 
public doesn't want to pay? 


The public is practically beat- 
ing the door down. 


The chief opponent of pay 


TV is not the public but the 
networks. And their reasons 
for their opposition are not 


really very clear even to them- 
selves. Frankly, I am convinced 
that the networks could get 
into pay TV and earn a for- 
tune that would make their 
present earnings look like 
chicken feed. What then are 
they afraid of? Well, chiefly 
the unknown. Sponsored tele- 


vision has worked very well 
and it's profitable. So don't 
monkey with it because no- 
body knows where fee TV 
might lead 

The other reason for the 
networks opposition is more 
honorable. It is simply the be- 
lief that free broadcasting is 


the American tradition and 
that it should be cherished and 
preserved. Well, I agree whole- 
heartedly. Except no one has 
yet proved that the two sys- 
tems -—— both fee and free — 
couldn't exist side by side 
There would undoubtedly be 
some changes in the nature of 
the beast but I can’t believe 
free TV would disappear al- 
together.

He plays alone and it is the saddest 
thing to see. I feel that my sons are well-trained. But 
even the best of children make mistakes and I appreciate 
it when my neighbors are interested enough to scold them. 
There have been times when they have been scolded for 
Something which to my way of thinking wasn’t really bad, 
but I figure if the neighbor felt it was necessary, it’s all 
right with me. I'd appreciate any advice from you or 

your readers. Is my theory wrong? MAMA. 
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I would say that you are a most understanding parent, 
and your theory is sound in that as a child goes into school 
or Sunday school and on out into the community he will 
be compelled to obey authority, no matter who is in charge. 
One teacher may expect more strict discipline than 
another; one Scoutmaster may be more lenient than 
another. But if a child is taught respect and obedience, no 
Miatter in what situation he finds himself, he will get 
along all right. I think one or two of you might talk 
informally with the mother of the child who is being pun- 
ished and discuss your ideas about discipline, trying to help 
her understand that he should not be deprived of compan- 
fjonship because he misbehaved. But don’t let it become 
too formal or she may rebel against the idea of being told 
how to rear her children.

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War Clouds Over Turkey Recall 


Events of Two 


Centuries Ago 


By HAROLD GUARD 

LONDON, Oct. 19 (UP)—) 
Russian rumbles of war over 
Turkey today are reminiscent | 
of events nearly two centuries 
ago. 

Authorities here see Russia 
now trying by intimidation to 
weaken Turkey's determination 
to remain a loyal ally of the 
West and a link between the 


North Atlantic Treaty Organi- | 


zation and the Baghdad pact. 

They recalled that the same 
scene was set about 1790, when 
Britain, Germany and Holland 
sided: with Turkey against Rus- 
sia. 

It was about this time that 
British Prime Minister Wil- 


liam Pitt first proposed the | 


policy of preserving the Turk- 
ish empire. Pitt's proposal, | 


with Dutch and German back- | § 


ing, first appeared in the form | 
of friendly advice to Russia to | 
make peace with Turkey. 

This was at first rejected, | 
but in 1792 Turkey made peace | 
with Russia and the Dniester | 
river became the Turkish | 
frontier in Europe. 

Within five years, however, 
the Napoleonic wars had set 
Europe aflame. Bonaparte at- 
tacked Egypt. Turkey fought 
against him in alliance with 
Britain and Russia. 


Napoleon was beaten in 


Syria and the French fleet was | 


destroyed by the British at the 
Battle of Aboukir. 


Expansion Resisted. 


Peace was concluded with 
France in 1802 but, as after 
World War II, Russia continued 
a policy of extension into Asia 
Minor. 

Turkey resisted this expan- 
sion. With encouragement from 
the French, Turkey scrapped 
the 1802 peace treaty with Rus- 
sia and declared war despite 
warnings of a British allience 
with Russia. 

In 1806, a British fleet went 
through the Dardanelles to de- 
liver an ultimatum to Turkey 
to make peace with Russia. A 
truce was signed with Russia 
in 1807 but the friction con- 
tinued sufficiently to 
Turkish opinion against France 
in favor of Britain. 

It was during this period 
that the Eastern scene pro- 
vided a startling comparison 
with events there today. 

Mohammed Ali, founder of 
the royal house of Egypt, of 
which deposed King Farouk 
was the last ruler, was en-

, couraged by the French to in- 
vade Syria and Turkey. 
Egyptian forces entered. 
Syria: in 1831 and by 1833 
Mohammed Ali had driven) 
deep into Anatolia. Nothing 
then lay between him and Con- | 


stantinople, now Istanbul, ex-'| 


cept the uncertain attitude of 
the Western powers. 

Turkey received news that | 
no active aid could be expect- | 
ed from Britain. Mohammed 
Ali went on from victory to. 
victory. Russia intervened with | 
offers of help which Turkey 
accepted. A Russian fleet en- 
tered the Bosporous. 


Russian Machinations. 


British government experts 
point out it was Russian machi- 
nations which in those days 
had been responsible for split- 
|ing Europe and setting the 

cene for another European 
| conflagration. 

Meantime, reforms in Tur- 
key, particularly under the 
| Sultan Mahmud II, brought the 
first move toward westerniza- 
| tion there. 

Within 20 years Turkey had 
| gained such strength and pres-

on Turkey which thus found 
itself in conflict with the Al- 
lies — Russian, Britain and 
France—on the Egyptian, Meso- 
potamian and Caucasian fronts. 

Germany’s defeat was shared 
by Turkey. On Nov. 11, 1918, 
aboard the British battleship 
H.M.S. Superb, the Turkish 
leader, Enver Pasha, surren- 
dered his sword to British 
Adm. Sir Somerset Gough- 
Calthorpe. 

This spelled the end of the 
great Ottoman Empire which 
had spread through the Middle 


and Near East to the shores of | 


| India. 

In 1923 a new Turkey 
_ emerged under the leadership 
| of Mustapha Kemal, who intro- 
_duced a foreign policy by which | 
Turkey became the _ corner- 
stone of peace in the Near East. 
| He made peace with Greece 
and the Balkan states, Iran, 
Iraq and Afghanistan which 
culminated in 1937 in the sign- 


|ing of the Saadabad pact of 
' non-aggression. 


 tige that Russia again became. 


uneasy. Russia's Czar Nicholas 
I resorted to diplomatic cun- 
ning. He came to London and 
proposed to Britain the parti- 
tion of Turkey, which he 
called “the sick man of Eu- 
rope.’ 

Nicholas proposed that Brit- 
ain should receive Egypt and 
'Crete and that the Balkan 
'states of the Turkish Empire 
should become autonomous 
under Russia. 

Britain refused so drastic a 
measure but Russia continued 
to press the issue over years 
and it finally led to another 
Turko-Russian war in 1853. 

By 1854, Britain and France 
had joined in the Crimean war 
against Russia, ending in Rus- 
sia’s defeat and the Treaty of 
Paris in 1856. 

But ever since, Russia has 
never ceased to throw an 
ominous shadow over Turkey, 
which, through recurernt wars, 


has been whittled down to its | 


present day proportions. 
World War I Stand. 


In World War I Turkey pro- | 
claimed its neutrality but mo-/ 


bilized at the same time. Strong 
war factions argued that Tur- 


key had lost by its isolation | 


since the Crimean war and that 
it should join Germany which 
was fighting the hated Rus- 
sians.

In World War 11, Turkey’s 
foreign relations appeared like- 
ly to make it a connecting link 
between the West and Russia, 
which were opposed to Ger- 
many. But Turkey had a pact 
with Germany and held back 
from any direct alliance with 
the West. 


Neutrality Strengthened 


Its neutrality stand was 
strengthened by the downfall 
of France and Italy’s entrance 
into the war, which brought 
the conflict into the east Medi- 
terranean. " 

But, throughout the war, 
Turkey made no secret of its 
trend toward the West. It was 
nearly at the war’s end 
that British Prime Minister 
Churchill announced that Tur- 


key had finally broken off | 


relations with Germany.’ 


War's end did not, however, | 


bring peace between Russia 
and Turkey, which joined 
NATO and the Baghdad pact 
with a pledge to resist Soviet 
expansion. 

NATO members today are 
not decided whether to make 
a joint declaration of support 
for Turkey in the face of the 
Russian threats. Predominant 
opinion appears to be that 
such a declaration would ad- 
mit that the threat to Turkey 
from Syria is worse than it 
really is—which is just what 
the Russians tried to persuade 
the Turkish people 200 years 
ago.

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Soviet Scientific Strength Lies 
In Money, Spirit, Organization

NEW YORK, Oct. 19 (AP)— 
Flow has Russia accomplished 
so much in science? It is a 
question many Americans are 


asking. 

The answer is disarmingly | 
simple. They are working at it | 
—and at top speed. 

Nearly 250,000 Soviet scien- 
tists work day after day in 
some 3000 different Soviet in- 
stitutions creating and develop- 
ing projects which will increase 
their country’s scientific might. 

The Soviet goyernment sup- 
ports with a lavish hand this 
ever-growing corps of scientific 
researchers — and provides 
them generously with equip- 
ment, laboratories, observa- 
tories, libraries and whatever 
else they need for their work. 
It gives science and science | 
education an AAA priority 
claim on government expendi- 
tures. 

This—the quantity of men 
and money devoted to science 
—is one of the reasons for the 
Soviet scientific strength dem- 
onstrated so vividly in the. 
launching of the first artificial |

and even larger atom smashers 
to explore the secrets of the 
construction of elementary par- 
ticles. Heading this institute 
is Prof. Dmitri . Blokhintsev, 
former director of the Soviet

In such cru- 
cial fields as atomic develop- | 
ment and missiles, the totall- 
tarian organization of the Sov- 
jet State has paid off. 
Crash Program, Quick Results. 

On such a project as Sputnik 
or the H-bomb, the Kremlin 
can and does direct the imple- 
mentation of crash programs 
for the attainment of quick re- 
sults. All scientists who can 
be of use to such crash pro- 
grams are mobilized in a vast 
endeavor which has at its serv- 
ice the great productive power 
of Soviet industry. 

In contrast, although the 
United States used this tech- 
nique on the famous Manhattan 
Project in World War II, it has 
not used it in peacetime. 

Much of the national energy 
of the U.S.S.R. is being devoted 
to the crash development of 
Soviet science as a whole. It 
is this, rather than any single 
Russian discovery or develop- 
ment which makes Soviet sci- 
ence a most serious competitor 
of American science. 

But totalitarian state organi- 
gation and centralized scientific 
organization also have a nega- 
tive side. When Joseph Stalin 
tried to impose the rule of T.D. 
Lysenko and his concept of in- 
heritance of acquired charac- 
teristics on Soviet biology he 
set back biological work for 
years. Communist party rule 
over Soviet science in more 
than this one occasion has held 
back scientific development. | 
Even today all the social sci- | 
ences including economics are 
insignificant because they im- 
pinge on Leninist dogma.

But there are two important 
facts about the Russian-Amer- 
ican scientific race. The first 
is that“’the Soviet Union is 
making an all-out national ef- 


States in most major scien- 
tifie fields—and achieving im- 
portant successes. 


The second is that since sci- | 
ence is cumulative one break- 
through like Sputnik or the 
I.C.B.M. can lead to others. It 
takes years of planning and 
work to achieve successes like 
these. If America lets itself 
fall behind in any sector it 
will be difficult ever to catch | 
up completely. 

As an example, some Amer- 
ican scientists acquainted with 
the Soviet plans and work in 
building atom-smashing equip- 
ment have expressed the opin- 
ion that they virtually assure 
the Soviet Union a lead in this 
field over the United States 
for 10 years, during which it 
will be nearly impossible for 
the United States to catch up | 
even with maximum effort. | 


Sputnik may be a landmark 
in history in more than one 
sense. Besides being the first 
artificial satellite, that little 
flying metal globe may awaken | 
Americans to Russian progress 
in science. It will probably 
cause a searching re-examina- 
tion of American science 
policy. 

But while that re-examina- 
tion is going on the Russians 
will not be sitting by waiting 
They will be continuing their 
program for attainment of un- 
questioned world supremacy in 
science.

N 81-YEAR-OLD retired credit man, Ray Dumbell, is prob- 

ably the champion fishing lure maker of the St. Louis area. 

He has been making artificial lures for upwards of 40 years, 

and the basement of his home is literally filled with them. He 

feels a person has to tie at least a thousand flies to become ac- 

complished in the art, which should make him something of a 

super expert. Although he never kept count, he quesses he must 
have made 50,000 of them. 

Once active in casting tournaments, Dumbell is meticulous 

about his craftsmanship. He includes such minute details as 


painting eyes on his artificial bugs, and he makes some flies 
slightly off-center so they will perform differently in the water y 
than a symmetrical lure. Materials he uses include feathers, plas- 
tic, wood, rubber, cork, metal, yarn and animal hair. . 


Like most experts who believe that successful angling is 


largely a matter of placing the right flies in the right places, 
Dumbell is a student of the feeding habits of fish. He says that 
one of the most common mistakes of fishermen is putting too 
much material on flies. An over-abundance of feathers and 


hairs minimizes the action of flies. 


Dumbell still is an eager angler. Frequently he uses Tilles 
Lake — within walking distance of his home at 9353 White av- 
enue in Brentwood — as a sort of proving ground to test his fish- 


ing theories. He never keeps his catch, however; he puts back 
the fish to lure them another day in another way. 
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Hungry little boys who grew up 
and left the farm long ago can 
still remember ‘‘country-style’’ 
gravy like this.

Continuing Photo History of a Missouri Town 


By GARY W. FERGUSON of the PICTURES Staff 


LIVING DIARY OF THE COMMUNITY, written in 
motion pictures, has been started at St. James, 
Missouri. To fill in the yellowing chapters that 

are beyond range of the movie camera, still photo- 
graphs of bygone days have been assembled. The 
old pictures on these pages are from this collection. 
Many were found, faded and forgotten, in a genera! 
rummaging through attics, n and crannies. 

3 lan : ulation 2000, lies in the Ozark foot- 
hills, 100 miles southwest of St. Louis on Highway 66. 
With one exception it is a fairly ‘typical small town. 
The exception was the devoted interest of Mrs. Lucy 
Wortham James, a granddaughter of one of the town's 
founders. 

a her great-uncle, R. G. Dun of the firm 
of Dun & Bradstreet, Mrs. James inherited a or: 
tune. Upon her death in New York in 1938, she left 
over $2,000,000 in a trust fund for educational and 
charitable purposes. Some of this money was used to 
establish the James Foundation for anthropic activ. 
ities in the St. James area. From the foundation have 
come public buildings, scholarships and numerous 
other grants. The pictorial history is one of its projects. 

Potentialities of such an undertaking were indi- 
cated by a short movie of community life made in St. 
James several years ago. The concept of the project 
was worked out gradually by Ralph Hayes, director of 
a New York organisation that ers the James 
Foundation’s funds, and by Miss Grace E. Muller, vice 

resident of the foundation and librarian of the James 
ensorial Library in St. James. 

In the spring of 1956, Condor Films Incorporated 
of St. Louis began taking 16-millimeter color movie 
sequences showing present - day life in the community. 
Early this spring an appeal was made for old stil! 
pictures. 

From the 3% hours of movies shot during the first 
year, a 22-minute film was made. It contains some 
enactments of important moments in St. James’ past. 
As the project continues, films will be taken of com- 
munity observances, of groups such as graduating 
classes and municipal officials, of the changing land- 
scape, of senior citizens’ telling about the long-ago. 
Black - and - white negatives of all sequences are stored 
in special vaults in New York. 

In the introduction to the movie, Hayes indicates 
the range of possible benefits the originators envision 
or the project. He says: “We recorded it (life in St. 
ames) not because it is unusual but because it isn't: 
because something like this has been happening al! 
over America, because this is America.”

St. Louis Firm Uses Scale Replica to Design New Plant 


The completed model, made to a scale of one - quar- 
ter inch to the foot, shows plant layout includin 
office area (upper right), railroad loading doc 


Thomas ]. McDermott, chief industrial engineer for the company, places 
a tiny piece of machinery on the floor plan of the scale model. All 
machinery for the new building was reproduced in miniature for the 
model and placed in position corresponding to the actual plant layout. 


The model 
enabled engineers to revise location of machinery 
and working space to improve flow of production.

Intricate detai] of machinery and furniture is 
evident in miniature equipment stored on 
labeled shelves while awaiting placement in 
the scale model. The painstaking work re- 
quired more than six months to complete. 


MPLOYES of the Kennard 
Corporation will soon be 
moving to a larger plant, 

but there is no mystery in 
theit minds as to where they 
will work in the new build- 
ing. The company has built 
an intricate scale model— 
machinery and furniture in- 
cluded—showing the very 
chair an individual will oc- 
cupy or the machine he will 
operate in its exact location. 

Next month the company, 
which manufactures air- 
conditioning equipment, is 
scheduled to leave its pres- 
ent quarters at 1819 South 
Hanley road, Brentwood, for 
a 100,000 - square - foot struc- 
ture at 1270 North Price 
road, Olivette. The scale 
model was constructed to 
aid in visualization of differ- 
ent plant layouts and to 
eliminate as many unknown 
factors as possible in ad- 
justing to the new building. 
Miniature replicas of office 
furnishings and manufactur- 
ing equipment, down to de- 
tails of piping, were fash- 
ioned out of pieces of wire, 
wood, metal and plastic. 
The model will be preserved 
at the new plant to help in 
planning any future changes 
in the building.

After turning 
down half-a dozen fantastic offers in the past few 
years — $25,000 for a 6-minute monologue was one 
of them — petite Shirley a few weeks ago signed to 
appear in a series of 16 special one-hour NBC-TV pro- 
grams based on classic fairy tales. 

For $100,000 and a fat percentage of the profits 
from rerun showings, she will start by starring in 
Beauty and the Beast on January 12: In the rest of the 
series she will serve as hostess-narrator, introducing 
each classic — Hansel and Gretel, Gulliver's Travels, 
Aesop’s Fables or whatever — and saying a few kind 
words about it. 

Actually, Shirley's video “debut” comes tonight, 
when the first of her old movies to be telecast, Rebecca 
of Sunnybrook Farm, will be visible. 
But that hardly ranks with her live 
appearances, which she has fought 
off since she married Charles Black, 
son of the president of Pacific Gas 
and Electric, in 1950. She said 
then, firmly, that she'd had enough 
of show business. 

So why is she coming back? She 
doesn't need the money. With three 
young children to look after, plus a 
large home in Atherton, Calif. ( a 
suburb of San Francisco), time 
doesn't hang heavy on her hands. 
What, I asked her, has brought her 
out of retirement? 

“Those TV producers just wore 
me down,” Shirley confesses. “They 
kept after me. They pointed out that

TV. They said, “Why don’t you let the public see you 
as you are/—— not as you were?’ 

“Early/this year an agent came up with the idea of 
doing f4mous fairy tales on TV. My first reaction was 
no. Why leave my family and go back to work in Hol- 
lywood? But then I talked it over with Charley and 
the children, and they all said yes. They're just dying 
to see me on TV. 

“The thing that sold them — and me — is the 
time set-up. It’s a dream. I work only one day a month 
in Hollywood. You can’t beat that, can you? At least 
14 of the 16 shows will be filmed. I'll star in no more 
than two. That means practically no rehearsal time. 

“Besides, I've always loved fairy tales.” 

Could it possibly be that, like most former child 
movie stars, Shirley misses the spotlight? She says 
definitely not. 

“I went into show business in 1932,” she explains, 
“when I was 4. The last movie | 
made, A Kiss for Corliss, was re- 
leased in 1950. That's 18 years of 
limelight, enough to last anyone a 
lifetime. What's important to me 
now is my marriage. To preserve a 
marriage, I've found, a woman must 
first of all keep her husband happy. 
Keeping Charley happy, that’s what 
counts most in my scheme of things. 
Then come the children. If any- 
thing, the spotlight comes last.” 

For several years Shirley has 
been a community-active wife and 
mother. What spare time she has 
she devotes to working for six chari- 
ties, most of them dedicated to help- 
ing sick and underprivileged chil- 
dren. “I've never been happier,” she

admits. “That's why I turned down all the other TV 
and movie offers. 

“The thing I don’t want to do is get caught up in 
the career whirl, because that’s What jeopardizes your 
family life. I've see so many actresses succumb to the 
temptation of mixing career with marriage. It can be 
done, but it's very tricky. Once you start to fool around 
with a career, you find that one thing leads to another. 


Two Letters — and a Party 


“Take this TV series I'm doing. The other morning 
I received a couple of letters from fans, young women 
of my age asking where they could buy Shirley Temple 
dolls for their daughters. After I got my husband off to 
work and my children off to school, I called the com 
pany that made Shirley Temple dolls 15 years ago. 
I told them my old movies were going to be on TV, that 
I was starting a new series of my own — and would 
they be interested in putting out the doll again? The 
said sure. The next thing I knew I was down at the 
Ambassador Hotel in Los Angeles presiding over a 
cocktail party for the Ideal Toy Company. 

“That's how one thing leads to another in this busi 
ness. I had it all as a child; and this time I'm going so 
far and no farther. The minute my husband shows the 
slightest sign of being irritated or neglected, I stop 
cold.” 

As any movie fan over the age of 30 will recall, 
Shirley Temple in the 1930s was the most beloved 
little girl in the whole world. In 1934, when she was 
6, the Academy of Motioh Picture Arts and Sciences 
voted her a special Oscar as “the outstanding person 
ality of the year.” In the next five years Shirley reached 
the apex of her fame with such films as Dimples, 
Rebecca of Sunnybrook Farm, Curly Top, Poor Little 
Rich Girl, The Little Colonel and half a dozen others. 
All of these are scheduled for video release during the 
next few months.

Shirley started out working for a salary of $150 a 
week. By 1937, at 9, she was making $300,000 a 
year, the seventh-largest earnings in America. A year 
later her parents agreed to the expansion of the by- 
products business — Shirley Temple dolls, houses, 
toys and so on — and doubled her income. 

The basis of Shirley's world-wide appeal as a little 
girl was her personality. With her curly brown hair 
and large brown eyes, she was a beautiful child who 
generated warmth, friendliness and a cuteness that 
was not too sugary. Her onstage intelligence was in- 
credible. In Captain January, for example, the script 
called for her to tap-dance down a long stairway recit- 
ing a line at every turn; she did it perfectly the first 
time she tried it. James Dunn, who starred in four 
pictures with Shirley, said she had “the most natural 
acting talent I’ve ever seen.” The late Lionel Barry- 
more called her “a divine child of brilliant intelli- 
gence.” Adolphe Menjou once told reporters, “Shirley 
Temple not only knows her own lines perfectly, she 
knows mine just as well.” 


A Tale of Two Marriages 


Though Shirley's parents made an attempt to raise 
their daughter normally and even pulled her out of 
the movies for a time, studio offers proved irresistible 
and she kept making films through the 1940s. In 
1945, at 17, freshly graduated from the Westlake 
School for Girls in Los: Angeles, she married John 
Agar, Jr., an Army sergeant who later turned actor. 

Shirley was too young for marriage and so was Agar. 
In the words of a family friend, “Neither of these kids 
knew what marriage was all about. Young Agar had 
no trade, and Shirley had no idea of what marriage 
really entailed.” ; 

In 1949 the Agars were divorced. A year later 
Shirley married Charles Black and announced her re- 
tirement from show business. Black currently is a 
manager of business operations for the Stanford Re- 
search Institute, Menlo Park, Calif., and according 
to Shirley, “the best and finest person who-ever came 
into my life.” 

When I asked Shirley if her husband would object 
to her making another movie now, she smiled that 
lovely dimpled smile. “Not if I could do it in one day,” 
she said. “That's about the longest I can stay away.” @

CEDAR RAPIDS, IOWA

The organization is the Senior Men s 
Bureau of the Cedar Rapids Chambe: 
of Commerce. And this year it’s cek 
brating its 10th birthday. 

Now nearly 100 strong, the Senior 
Men range in age from 65 to 92. The. 
pay annual dues of $10 each. Members 
include active or retired executives.

doctors, dentists, railroad men, clerks, 
salesmen, clergymen. And each agrees 
with what one member said recent) 
“The Bureau has given me a new desire 
to live.” 

How? Unlike many other organiza 
tions for senior citizens, the Bureau 
doesn’t just throw up time-killing hob 
bies for its members. Instead the Senior 
Men are asked to accomplish things for 
Cedar Rapids whith they, because of 
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JUNIOR CITIZENS besiege Tony Pleune, 80, C. of C. Senior who runs a summer camp. 


TO LIVE AGAIN 


their greater maturity, seem best quali- 
hed to do. Items: 

e The securing of some $2,500 for 
the Community Chest from prospects 
who had refused to contribute — until 
they ran into the Senior Men’s years of 
selling ability. 

e The helping of young men with 
ideas who lack the business experience 
to carry them out. 

e The guidance — and manpower — 
for Civil Defense projects, sales of 
baseball tickets, clean-up campaigns, 
Red Cross drives. 

e The mature analysis of complex 
traffic and parking problems, which re- 
sulted in two suggestions: a cleverly 
located underpass that might speed up 
traffic; and the intriguing notion of 
laying a parking ramp over one channel 
of the Cedar river, thus erasing the 
need to buy high-cost downtown land. 

Every member pitches in. At the 
twice-a-month Bureau meetings, for 
example, attendance usually runs 
around 80 per cerit. The time isn’t 
spent just chewing the fat. In recent 
months the Senior Men have heard a 
municipal judge discuss the problems 
of the courts, an industrial executive 
list the problems of human relations in 
business, a local airport manager pre- 
dict the future in aviation and a school 
principal air both sides of the question 
of progressive education. 

The Senior Men’s Bureau is the third 
part of the Chamber of Commerce; the 
other two are the Junior C. of C. for 
men up to 35, and the Civic Bureau for 
men between 35 and 65. The Senior 
Men work hand in hand with the 


“youngsters.” 


In C. of C. membership drives, for 
instance, the younger men shy away 
from the tougher prospects but the 
Senior Men gladly take on even the 
toughest. In the past 10 years, they 
have talked over 300 “impossible” 
prospects into signing up. 

“And once the Senior Men have sold 
them,” says Robert Caldwell, executive 
vice-president of the Chamber of Com- 
merce, “they stay sold.” 

When it was founded, in 1947, the 
group was called the Retired Men's Bu- 
reau. But after a few years the name 
was changed because so many men over 
65, who hadn't yet retired, wanted to 
join an organization still thought here 
to be the only one of its kind. 


A Generation’s Life-Saver 


The Chamber of Commerce is lavish 
in its praise for what the Senior Men 
have done for Cedar Rapids. But the 
men themselves feel they're the ones 
who are gaining. 

“Il have always been used to being 
around people,” says W. R. Foor, a for- 
mer railroad conductor. “When I re- 
tired, I missed that contact. But at the 
Senior Men's meetings, the discussions 
with men my own age keeps me men- 
tally alert.” * 

Adds Henry Achter, 88, one of the 
founders: “It is a life-saver for the 
plus-adult generation. There’s a new 
zest to living and a new incentive to 
keep going because we have something 
to do tomorrow and the day after to- 
morrow.” 

Sums up Oscar Anderson, another 
member: “Now I again have the chance 
to pay my civic rent.” .

What you should know about... 


SPRAINS =

This is the first in a new series prepared by family doctors for 
PARADE families. Once a month, doctors like your own will 
discuss down-to-earth health problems of everyday living. This 
“kickoff” article is written by Dr. Malcom E. Phelps, president 
of the American Academy of General Practice, a 22,000-member 
group of family doctors. He practices in El Reno, Okla. The 
Academy believes that today medical specialists are invaluable; 
but every family — for health and economic reasons — should 
have its own doctor for all health problems arising in the home. 


In this era of increased leisure and do-it- 
yourself, all of us are doing more and more 
running, jumping, bending and stretch- 
ing. Inevitably, that means more of us will 
suffer sprains in some part of our bodies 
this month, this year or at some near fu- 
ture date. In fact, most people probably 
experience many sprains in the course of 
a lifetime. 

Because they are so common, there’s a 
good deal of speculation about what a 
sprain actually is..-To some, any pain felt 
after strenuous activity is a sprain. To 
others, a sprain means swelling. Let's look 
at some of the fundamentals: 


Ankles Lead the List 


Definitions: A sprain is a wrenched 
joint — along with partial rupture or other 
injury of its attachments, such as liga- 
ments. (There is no dislocation of bones. ) 
Ligaments are tough, flexible bands of tis- 
sue that attach to joint ends of bones or 
may cover the joints themselves. 

A strain, on the other hand, involves 
stretched, overused or “tired” muscles 
— with no torn ligaments or cartilage 
(gristle). A strain, abused or disregarded, 
can lead to a sprain. 

In order of frequency, the most com- 
mon sprains occur in the ankle, knee, 
wrist, fingers, shoulder, back, elbow and 
hip joints. All sprains have one thing in 


common: they always result from some 
form of violence. This, in turn, places ex- 
cessive stress on the joint and its support- 
ing tissues. 

This violence need not be severe — if 
the injury-producing force is being exerted 
in the right direction. Think of the liga- 
ments as a piece of cloth. (Actually, they 
are about the thickness of cloth.) It tears 
easily if you pull on its edge. However, it 
is almost impossible to rip if the pull is 
made over its entire width. 

Symptoms: Pain, swelling and tender- 
ness are most common. At first these are 
restricted to the site of the sprain, then 
they may fan out. Further pain can be 
caused by exerting the sprained part — 
ankle, finger, knee, etc. 

The joint also may feel “loose.” In addi- 
tion, there may be some bleeding into the 
injured ligament. This bleeding may come 
from tiny capillaries — blood vessels near 
the skin's surface — or from veins which 
have been injured. Of course, the more 
severe the sprain, the worse the symptoms. 

Your first step: The first task is to de- 
termine the extent of the injury. Thus, 
prompt, full care can be given only after 
your doctor examines the sprain. Waiting 
a day or so to see if it “will stop hurting” 
can lead to further discomfort — and 
worse. An untreated sprain can give you 
trouble for years and may even result in 


tiny, painful calcium deposits. A treated 
sprain can mean that the affected joint 
will be good as new. Unfortunately, many 
people suffer today because they never 
sought medical care for a sprain but simp! 
relied on home remedies. 

The types: Sprains can be classified 
roughly as mild, moderate and severe. 
Many are borderline cases which should 
be treated as severe. 


How Long to Recover? 


In mild sprains, a few fibers or the liga 
ments have been torn. There is some 
bleeding into the ligament, but no actual 
joint weakness. Pain, swelling and tender 
ness are not severe. There is little pain 
when you move the joint. 

Once the sprain has been found to be 
mild (X-ray examination establishes this ), 
your doctor may inject a drug to reduce 
pain. Next he is likely to strap the joint. 
This does not interfere with blood circu 
lation, but does provide support and thus 
prevent re-injury. A mild sprain may be 
completely healed in 10 days. 

Moderate sprains cover a broader area. 
Here, some portion of the ligament is torn. 
You feel weakness in the joint. All symp 
toms are more severe. Swelling usually is 
more extensive. Motion which duplicates 
whatever caused the injury leads to in 
tense pain. 
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When is surgery needed? How useful are 


home ‘cures’? Here are reliable answers 


Treatment for this type of injury also 
is more intensive. Injected drugs lessen 


pain. A pressure bandage is applied which, . 


again, is designed not to disturb circula- 
tion but to offer support. An ice pack (not 
an ice bag) then is applied for 24 to 48 
hours. 

The injury should be splinted or put in 
a cast for two to three weeks. After the 
splint or cast is removed, the joint is 
strapped until all symptoms are gone. That 
may take a week or two or even longer. 
Protection from repeated injury is the rule 
here, until the ligament is healed, swell- 
ing is reduced and bleeding stops. 

In severe sprains, a complete “ligament 
group” has been torn. Symptoms are still 


more severe. The joint feels loose and you 
find it painful and unstable if you try to 
use it. 7 
Many doctors believe that if the liga- 
ment is torn completely, surgery can best 
make the repair. The purpose of such sur- 


‘gery is to remove any “foreign material” 


— pieces of ligament or cartilage that may 
be in the joint — and then to sew the 
ligament together. Thus, it can heal. 

If your doctor feels that non-surgical 
treatment is best, he’s likely to treat a 
severe sprain just as he would a moderate 
one. However, it may take two months or 
more to heal. 

A few added facts: Elbow, wrist and 


finger sprains are likely to be faster healers 


than ankle sprains. That is because the 
arm. and hand support no weight. The 
ankle does. 

Comfort is the key word in recovering 
from a sprain. The sprained body part 
should be held in a comfortable position. 
Discomfort and pain may mean the sprain 
is not really healing. Thus your doctor 
may want you to wear a sling for arm 
sprains or keep off your feet a good deal 
for ankle sprains. 


Forget Home “Cures” 


Next, exercise may be prescribed. If it 
is, follow the doctor’s orders. The purpose 
of exercise is to avoid stiffness in the joint. 
It will be prescribed only after the joint 
has recovered sufficiently to take it. 

The classification and treatments of 
sprains above is not calculated to permit 
home or non-professional treatment. Ever) 
sprain should besseen by a doctor. 


True, you can help him. Immediately 


after you experience the sprain, you can 
apply ice packs while waiting for him to 
arrive. Later, he may suggest that you 
apply heat. 

Beyond that, you must give your physi- 
cian an opportunity to use his knowledge, 
judgment and skill. Each hour of delay 
in seeing the doctor — or each hour in 
which you apply assorted home remedies 
— makes the doctor's job that much more 
difficult. 

Many people owe their disability to a 
well-meaning friend or relative who pro- 
claims that a roll of tape, a warm bath or a 
jug of liniment cured all his injuries in 
his more athletic past. 

The mute testimony of his knowledge is 
evident as he limps off in disgust when 
his advice is declined. all

MOSCOW. 
The sad-eyed pooch in the bubble above 
holds a rare distinction: he is, accord- 
ing to local scientific periodicals, the 
first living creature to be rocket-pro- 
pelled into space. Furthermore, he and 
other dogs on these pages, the Russians 
claim, have been there several times. 
No living creature in America can 
make that’ statement. 

The high-flying dogs — some trips 
take them 70 miles above the earth 
are giving Soviet scientists valuable 
clues to the effects of space travel on 
living beings. So far, they say, no last- 
ing effects have been found; the dogs 
emerge from their flights healthy, and 
only slight changes in pulse and breath- 
ing rate have been noted. 

In these experiments, the dogs travel 
in a special sealed compartment which 
also contains scientific instruments. At 
maximum altitude, the compartment is 


cut loose. Instruments record air pres- 
sure and temperature, as well as the 
dogs’ body temperature and breathing 
rate. Cameras keep a photo record of 
the dogs’ reactions until a parachute 
opens automatically a few miles up. 

During other, similar experiments, 
the dogs wear a special dog-type space 
suit without an oxygen mask. A supply 
of oxygen is fed into the compartment 
automatically. After their return to 
earth, the dogs are kept under close 
scrutiny for several days to note the 
effects of the trip.

It costs us *1 billion a year, involves top 
people. Its name: stealing from the boss

NEW YORK. 
Until recently, eight divisional heads of 
a large electrical-supply company near 
here were looked up to as model members 
of their community. Most had 25 years of 
service with their firm. Suddenly all eight 
were jobless and six facing prosecution. 

Reason: In three years these men re- 
portedly stole enough equipment, machin- 
ery and lumber — from their own 
company — to build themselves new 
homes worth a total of $150,000 and sell 
the surplus for an extra $100,000. 

Such thefts are part of what is fast 
becoming America’s No. 1 swindle — the 
stealing of merchandise, equipment and 
time from the nation’s businesses, The 
cost to manufacturers, wholesalers and re- 
tailers is at least $1 billion a year. And 
better than half of those caught are well- 
paid, trusted supervisors or executives. 

How does this affect you? In part it 
means higher prices, fewer pay raises. It 
also means that thievery has become ac- 
ceptable to thousands of once lonest 
people, and threatens to engulf uncounted 
others. 

More people would fight this insidious 
threat if they knew how. One who does is. 
Norman Jaspan, president af Norman 
Jaspan Associates (management consult- 
ants) and Investigations, Inc. (its fact- 
finding division ). Headquartered here, he 


has offices across the U.S. and Canada; ~ 


his clients include many top firms. 
A Team Moves in 


At 42, Jaspan travels 100,000-plus 
miles a year to check on problems ranging 
from poor morale to production and profit 
losses. Once the nature of the problem is 
established, he sends in a trained team of 
investigators or junior engineers. Working 
side by side with the firm's employes 
(sometimes without the latters’ know!l- 


tragic case involves a man we'll call Wat- 


son, vice president of a large Midwestern 
store chain. He mined a 40-year reputa- 
tion, lost his job, his home — all because 
he wanted to help his son-in-law in busi- 
ness. 
The son-in-law, Jim, had opened sev- 
eral stores similar to those run by Watson. 
One day he ran out of basic stock like 
shirts and slips. Against company rules, 
Watson lent him the merchandise. When 
Jim replaced it, he sent back cheaper ma- 
terial — by substituting rayon for silk. 
Watson knew this, but made no protest. 
Then Jim decided to expand. Watson 
helped him by taking equipment from his 
own chain, reconditioning it at the stock- 
holders’ expense and donating it to Jim. 
He further donated the labor of interior 
decorators, sign painters and clerical and 
sales personnel, all charged to Watson's 
concern. 


Lost: $1 Million 


It took four years for the firm to grow 
suspicious. Then it called in Jaspan’s fact 
finders, and learned the shocking truth: 
In four years, Watson had bilked his own 
company of more than $1,000,000. 

“The destruction of his own career was 
bad enough,” Jaspan notes, “but he also 
created a ‘school for dishonesty’ by show- 
ering his own employes with gifts and 
favors so that they too would defy com- 
pany rules. As a result, 27 of them lost 
their jobs. The final blow came when 
Watson's daughter and her husband broke 
up. The scandal was too much. 

“At the start, Watson only wanted to 
help Jim out of a simple jam. But as he 
became more involved, he too wanted to 
profit on the deal. His disease was an old 
one: wanting to make a fast dollar in a 
dishonest way.” 

An estimated 25 per cent of all people, 
Jaspan says, are dishonest. Another 25 


The trouble today, he adds, is that those 
who are prone to steal have more oppor- 
tunity than ever before. Since World War 
Il thousands of concerns have expanded 
tremendously. This growth has made it 
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increasingly. harder for management to 
know what's going on — and easier for 
those who are potentially dishonest. 

The president of one textile firm. be 
lieved he knew exactly what was taking 
place in his own factory and warehouse. 
But did he? For nine months his assistant 
plant manager insisted on coming to work 
each Saturday, even though the plant was 
shut down. Then he would wander over 
to the warehouse. There, with the aid of 


a trucking company, he boldly stole tex 
.

tiles and had them delivered to unsuspect 
ing wholesalers. 

The president grew suspicious when his 
best customers refused to buy his. mer 
chandise. They were getting it, all right 

but cheaper, and under a changed 
label. No stock losses were reported be- 
cause the clerk responsible for inventory 
records had supplied an eraser. and falsi 
fied them. All told, this thievery cost the 
firm $400,000. 


“The assistant plant manager,” Jaspan 


says drily, “was simply profiting by man- 
agement’s ignorance about its own busi- 
ness.” 

What kind of executive turns dishon- 
est? Says Jaspan: 

“On the average, he is not a profes- 
sional thief and seldom looks upon himself 
as a crook. He is 37, has two children and 
is well liked by his community. He started 
to work for his firm se¥en years ago. Al- 
though he is well paid, he has been nib- 
bling away at profits for the last three 
vears. And he often finds this easy to 
justify. 

“For example, he may feel that manage- 
ment has never appreciated him and this is 
one way of righting the balance. Or he 
may even respect management but sees no 
harm in a little quick-fingered profit shar- 
ing. Or he may get a kick out of outwitting 
the boss. Again, his manipulations could 
make his department look good. 

“Or he may have personal reasons. He 
may want to keep up with the Joneses or 
become a big shot.” 

One of Jaspan’s strangest cases concerns 
a New England department-store manager 
and $250,000. 

For some time the store had been giving 
all its slightly damaged merchandise to 


call him Burnham 


charity. One day Burnham began donating 
such items to a big community church. As 


time went on he also handed out stock 
that was in perfect condition. The church, 
unaware that Burnham was robbing his 
own store, was so grateful that it éven gave 
him a testimonial dinner. ‘ 
Finally caught, Burnham was asked 
why he had given $250,000 worth of 


‘stolen merchandise to charity. His an- 


swer: “I wanted to win the respect of the 


_ community.” 


Adds Jaspan, “Burnham thought he was 
fooling the store employes as well as 
everybody else. He wasn’t. Instead they 
took his dishonesty as an open invitation 
to turn thief themselves.” 


A Way to Lick It 


What is the answer to it all? Basically, 
Jaspan feels, management is at fault, “It 
should -recognize that dishonesty exists,” 
he says, “and admit the real trouble - 
that it doesn't know what's going on in its 
own business. It should get to know its 
own people, from top to bottom. 

“Then management will be in position 
to institute sensible and humane controls 
like fair working loads, recognition of 
merit and a just system of discipline. This 
could save American business hundreds 
of millions of dollars, and, at the same 
time, end what is becoming the country’s 
biggest school for dishonesty.” *

Result: Their cight-room, white- 
frame suburban house here bubbles over with young 
Boones, their friends and their fun. 

Although Pat is happily married and lives in New 
Jersey, three other Boone youngsters still call Nash- 
ville home. They are Nicky, 22, just graduated in 
dramatics from local David Lipscomb College; Margie, 
20, a student nurse at Mid-State Baptist Hospital, 
and Judy, 15, a high-school sophomore. 


Another Boone Singer 


“We always have encouraged them,” the elder 
Boones say, “to bring their friends home. We have 
aimed to make our home the center of fun and activity 
for all of us. You might say this is our hobby.” 

Both parents — she is 48, he 51 — are proud of 
their children. “Maybe you'd like to know,” Mrs. 
Boone says, “that we have another singer in the family 
— Nicky. He’s just one year younger to the day than 
Pat.

At 30, Stanley Dancer earns $90,000 a year 
HORSE + WHEELS = $$$

Dancer's sudden success traces to the stag- 
e¢ring boom in the popularity of trotting (or, 
as its also called, harness racing). Before the 
var, the trotters, pulling their drivers in sulkies 

‘hind them, were seen largely at county fairs. 


Today there are 482 U.S. harness tracks, at 
least one near almost every large city. With 
most of the racing held at night, attendance 
last year was more than 20 million — 4 million 
higher than that of all major- -league baseball 
games. 

A symbol of trotting’s sudden popularity is 
Roosevelt Raceway here on Long Island, about 
20 miles from New York City. When it opened 
in 1940, the first night harness track in the 
U.S.. it drew a scant 75,175 people who bet 
$1 million. Last year 2 million improvers of the 
breed — 20,000 a night —jammed into the 
stands to bet $122 million. To jam in more this

year, a new “dream track” was opened in 
August to replace the old Roosevelt; it can 
hold 50,000 people, has a glass-enclosed, 
air-conditioned grandstand and even in- 
cludes a 14-bed hospital. 

Trotting’s gain also has been the gain 
of Dancer and a gaggle of other young 
drivers. (Tragically, the men who kept the 
sport alive at county fairs now are too old 
to drive in high-paying stake races.) For 
the past two years Dancer has been the 
second-best driver in the nation, winning 
$400,000 in purses last year and close to 
$500,000 this year. CHe keeps 10 per 
cent of those sums, the remainder going 
to the owners. ) Top driver is Billy Haugh- 
ton, 33, Dancer's best friend; during the 
past five years he has won over $3 million 
in purses, $700,000 last year. 

Dancer’s purse winnings, though, are 
only his “bread-and-butter money.” The 
bulk of his income comes from training 
racers. At present he has about 40 racers 
in his stable, and charges the owners a 
$125-a-month training fee for each horse 
during the racing season; in the off-season 
they pay about $50 a month. Out of these 
fees, Dancer pays his two assistant train- 
ers, a bookkeeper and an accountant, and

pockets the rest. All other costs — about 


“$400 a month for feed, grooms, medicine 


— are paid by the owners. 

Dancer, as a result, receives about 
$5,000 a month during the racing season 
and pays out about $1,200. During the 
four winter months he nets about $800 a 
month. These training fees, plus his share 
of purses, plus his winnings as an owner, 
plus profits in buying and selling trotters, 
will add up before taxes to a tidy $80,000 
to $90,000 in 1957. 

Most of it will be ploughed right back 
into trotting. Dancer owns a 106-acre 
farm at New Egypt, N.J., on which he has 
built a seven-room house for his wife and 
two children, complete with swimming 
pool. But not far from the house, typically, 
are stables for 50 horses, a half-mile train- 
ing track and dormitories and a cafeteria 
for 20 grooms. All told, Egyptian Acres is 
valued at more than $175,000. 

Money, though, hasn’t changed Stanley 
Dancer. Though no tightwad, he’s careful 
with his spending. When he was putting 
up his house and stables, for instance, he 
had them built in sections over several 
years, getting each time only what he 
could pay for in cash. “Suppose,” he ex-

plains in a rural, twanging voice, “I'd lost 
an arm and couldn't drive. If I was in debt, 
what would happen to my family?” 

In the gay whirl of big-time racing, 
Dancer, who was born near New Egypt, 
has lost none of his small-town innocence. 
Most other drivers also hail from small 
towns. But where the steady winners now 
live in palatial homes, dabble in the stock 
market and like to visit the night clubs, 
the wiry Dancer puts all his money in trot-* 
ting, neither drinks nor smokes and spends 
his spare time with his family. 

Once, though, he was inveigled by a 
group of drivers into touring some Miami 
Beach hot spots. Outside the first one, 
rich Dancer gaped at the plush exterior, 


whispered to near-millionaire Haughton: - 


“Billy, are yer sure they'll let us in here?” 

He never has forgotten he started poor. 
The son of a dairy farmer, Dancer had to 
quit school after finishing the eighth grade 
to help his dad. When not milking cows, 
he'd train a few trotters his father had. 


Gift from His Wife 


In 1947 he married a local girl, Rachel 
Young, who came from a fairly well-to-do 
family. Shortly after, Dancer got a job as 
a $50-a-week groom. 

“I knew,” says Rachel, “that Stanley 
wanted to own a trotter more than any- 
thing else in the world.” One day she 
handed him $300 — money she'd saved 
while single — and told him to buy one. 

Dancer bought a broken-down trotter 
named Candor and drove him down coun- 
try roads at night (after a long day's 
work ), trying to get him back in condi- 
tion. In the spring of 1948 he entered 
Candor in a race in Delaware and finished 
hrst, winning $1,000. 

“If I hadn’t won,” says Dancer, “|! 
would have quit. After all, how long could 
I keep on sponging off my wife?” 

Candor kept winning. Dancer’ sreputa- 
tion as a trainer of horses grew — and so 
did his stable. 

This Friday he hopes to swell that repu- 
tation even more by taking the $125,000 
Messenger Stake, the sport's richest race. 
His horse, Morris Eden, is one of the fa- 
vorites. “But if he doesn’t win,” says a 
harness official here, “don’t worry about 
Stanley.

The Count of Funchal 


LISBON, PORTUGAL. 
How would you like to be able to trace your 
family in an unbroken line for more than 
1,100 years? There’s a man here who can: 
Dom Fernando de Souza Coutinho, Count of 
Funchal. 

Behind that forbidding title is a quiet, 
friendly, 56-year-old engineer. His lineage is 
the oldest in Europe, if not the world, and has 
the stamp of approval of the heraldic colleges 
of France, Germany and Portugal. In the direct 
male line, his family tree dates back to 826 
A.D. and Robert le Fort, Count of Anjou, 
founder of the Capet dynasty that provided 
France with her first king (in 938.) and Portu- 
gal with hers (in 1111). Funchal actually is a 


He traces his 
ancestry 
back 1,131 years 


direct descendant of at least seven kings and 
carries the blood, indirectly, of a dozen more. 

Yet none of that impresses the man particu- 
larly. He has detailed information on his fore- 
fathers for no less than 21 generations. He is 
blood cousin to three current pretenders to 
European thrones: the Count of Barcelona 
(Spanish ), the Count of Paris (French), the 
Duke of Braganza (Portuguese ). Asked why 
he doesn't bid for one of these unoccupied 
crowns, Funchal looks startled and says, “But 
I'm an engineer. I wouldn't want to be a king.” 

Funchal has degrees from universities in 
Paris and Portugal. For 10 years, 1920-30, he 
worked on large engineering projects in Brazil. 
(He felt at home there because his grand 
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mother had been Empress of Brazil.) Today 
he and his wife live quietly in a house in Lis- 
bon. Countess Maria shares her husband's en- 
thusiasm for engineering — her father planned 
and built the modern port of Alexandria. Like 
Funchal, she looks for friends not among the 
aristocracy but from among the people who do 
things: journalists, scientists and such. 
Funchal’s family actually bristles with engi 
neers right through the ages. Robert le Fort 
had engineering know-how that helped him 
conquer the castles and strongholds of his ad 
versaries. Portugal’s King Henriques mastered 
the Moors with this science. Portugal’s King 
lohn IV beat back the threat of Spanish domi 
nation with it. Funchal’s cousin, the Count of 


COAT OF ARMS of the Souza Coutinho family shows 
the stars of the Coutinhos and the arms of Portugal. 


Linhares, got to be commodore of the navy on 
the strength of his engineering skill. Funchal’s 
nephew (who will inherit the title, since the 
Count has no living children) is carving out a 
name for himself as an engineer in Portugal's 
West African colony of Angola. 

Funchal is excited about these accomplish- 
ments much more than by the royalty of his 
forebears. “Roval blood vou inherit whether 
vou want to or not,” he says. “I wouldn't be 
conscious of royal blood if I hadn't learned 
that it was there. My family has been quite a 
family, but it wasn’t because they were kings. 
It was because of what they accomplished.” 

Nonetheless the family continues to interest 
Funchal. He's proved to his own satisfaction 
that Robert le Fort's immediate ancestors were 
members of a German family of the Duchy of 
Worms. If he can convince the colleges of 
heraldry that he’s right, it could carry the 
authentic history of his family back to 730. 

Let's see, that’s 1,227 vears ago. And who 
were your great-grandparents?
